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An Amazing Record of Federal Taxes 
Paid by the South. 


During the fiscal year of 1927 the South paid into the Internal Revenue Department of the 
Federal Government $638,284,000, an increase compared with 1926 of $15,928,000, while for 
the rest of the country there was an actual decrease in the amount of Federal taxes paid of over 
$22,000,000. 

North Carolina led the South with a total payment to the Federal Government of $205,648,- 
000, as compared with a combined total for all of the New England States of $181,346,000, and 
a combined total for the Pacific Coast States of $160,231,000. Ohio, with its vast wealth, 
paid into the Federal Government $147,428,000, or less than North Carolina by $58,000,000. 
The North Carolina payments to the Federal Government exceeded those of New Jersey by 
$92,000,000. 

Virginia came second on the Southern list with $79,160,000, which was $38,000,000 more 
than Wisconsin paid in Federal taxes, and $43,000,000 more than Indiana. Iowa paid only 
$12,666,000, or less than one-sixth of what Virginia paid. Massachusetts paid $114,751,000, 
or but little more than one-half of North Carolina’s payments. 

. Florida, despite all the criticisms that have been made against that State, paid $44,484,000, 
which was $8,000,000 more than Indiana, $32,000,000 more than Iowa, $24,000,000 more than 
Kansas, $16,000,000 more than Minnesota, seven times as much as Nebraska, more than twelve 
times as much as New Hampshire, more than three times as much as Rhode Island and nearly 
$4,000,000 more than Wisconsin. 

Such comparisons to an almost endless extent could be made showing the remarkable stand- 
ing of the South in the payment of taxes to the Federal Government, as compared with what many 
other states did. 

Of course, New York, Illinois and Pennsylvania stand out conspicuously for the heavy pay- 
ments which they made to the Government, but it should always be borne in mind that a large 
percentage of the income taxes paid by New York are based on earnings of properties—railroads, 
mining and manufacturing—where not one dollar is made in New York, all of the properties being 
located elsewhere but having their main offices in New York and, therefore, their profits are 
credited to that State. The oil business, which is such a factor in the income of New York, should 
in any proper calculation be credited in the matter of profits to the states in which it is produced. 
The vast operations of the big steel companies, headed in New York, are made in other states, 
and the same is true of a large proportion of the income from 5 and 10 cent stores and other chain 
store operations throughout the country. 

If credit could be given to the states in which the wealth is really created, rather than to 
New York to which the money flows because of the headquarters being located there, the South 
would show up to an enormously better extent even than it now does, and New York’s Federal 
tax payments would be cut to the very quick.

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Federal Tax Payments by the South Made a Big In- 
crease in 1927 Against a Decrease in the 
Rest of the Country. 


INCE 1924 the income of the United States Government 

has been steadily mounting and the Internal Revenue 
Department figures for the fiscal year just closed show that 
the collections in the South were greatly in excess of 1926 
receipts, while the rest of the country outside of the South 
paid less into the Treasury. 

For the fiscal year 1927, Federal tax collections, including 
income tax, tobacco and other miscellaneous taxes, amounted 
tu $2,865,695,000, compared with $2,835,999,000 in 1926 and 
$2,584,140,000 in 1925. 

Income tax collections for the fiscal year just closed 
amounted to $2,219,831,000, compared with $1,974,104,000 in 
1926 and $1,761,659,000 in 1925. While this was an increase 
in income tax receipts compared with 1926 of $245,727,000, 
the total Federal tax receipts increased by only $29,695,000. 

From the Southern States alone the Federal Government 
collected during the fiscal year 1927 $638,284,000, of which 
$340,852,000 was from income taxes. This was an increase 
compared with 1926 of $51,928,000 in total Federal tax re- 
eeipts, $45,168,000 of which was from income tax collections 
in the South. Of striking significance is the fact that while 
the South paid nearly $52,000,000 more into the Federal 
Treasury in total taxes in 1927 than in 1926, Federal tax 
collections in the rest of the country outside of the South 
during this period were approximately $22,000,000 less. 

North Carolina led the South with a total payment to the 
Federal Government of $205,648,000, as compared with a com- 
bined total for all of the New England States of $181,346,000 
and a combined total for the Pacific Coast States of $160,231,- 
000. Ohio, with its vast wealth, paid into the Federal Gov-

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DEVELOP OUR GREAT WATERWAY 
POSSIBILITIES. 


ZORGE M. VERITY, president of the American Rolling 

Mill Company, one of the great iron and steel concerns 
of America, who fully understands the value of water 
transportation, in a letter to this paper writes: 

“Your editorial entitled ‘A Call to Empire Building by 
the Nation’ outlines four great national enterprises that, 
carried to a successful issue, would undoubtedly accelerate 
the progress of the nation. 

“This is certainly the day of large things. The con- 
struction of another canal from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
at a cost even of five hundred million dollars, is a matter 
now easy of accomplishment as compared to ten or fifteen 
years ago. As the nation grows and its commerce 
increases a Nicaraguan canal will be absolutely impera- 
tive. 

“The safeguarding of that great empire called the 
Mississippi Valley, outside of its great humanitarian 
appeal, is purely an economic measure. The nation cannot 
afford to do less than to fully protect this great territory 
through the best of its engineering skill. . 

“The development of a deep waterway from the Lakes 
through the St. Lawrence is another great national project 
that should be worked out at the earliest possible date. 
It is certainly needed to round out the great transportation 
schemes of the nation. 

“IT wish to congratulate you on your visualization and 
support of these great projects.” 

Mr. Verity is one of the business men of the country who 
understands the need of all these great projects and 
heartily indorses the position taken by the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp in support of them. 

In addition to the feur enterprises previously named 
might well be added the inland waterway from Boston to 
Texas, which is another great project partly completed, a 
project which will prove of enormous value to the entire 
country. 

Ray Gill, Industrial Commissioner, Beaumont Chamber 
of Commerce, referring to the subject of the “Four Gigantic 
Enterprises” writes: 

“If the third paragraph read: ‘Construction of an all- 
American waterway from the Lakes to the Gulf and to 
Mexico’ we would have then realized that our great Intra- 
coastal Canal had been included in the program. 

“The Intracoastal Canal has been definitely approved to 
New Orleans and west from Plaquemine through Louisiana 
and Texas, contacting with all of our gulf ports, and there 
is practically no doubt that it will be continued across the 
Rio Grande Valley to the Mexican border near Browns- 
ville. 

“The Intracoastal Canal is an accepted and very impor- 
tant factor in our inland waterways development. This 
canal represents not only transportation but drainage, 
irrigation and sanitation, and will be an important factor 
in any well thought out engineering plan for flood con- 
trol.” 

The MANUFACTURERS RecorD heartily favors this Intra- 
coastal Canal, but it has accepted as an established fact 
that it will be constructed by the Government and, there- 
fore, has not counted it among the four great enterprises 
which have not yet received the nation’s official indorse- 
ment. The Intracoastal Canal should be completed from 
Boston to the Rio Grande, and the work which has already 
been done by the Government, we think, makes it abso- 
lutely certain of this being accepted as a definite plan of 
the Federal Government. We add this, as requested by 
Mr. Gill, to the work which should be done by the nation 
for the utilization of the great waterways of the country. 
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New Orleans to Work for Road Builders’ Conven- 
tion in 1929—1928 Already Settled for Cleveland. 


HARLES M. UPHAM, business director of the American 

Road Builders’ Association, in referring to the sugges- 
tion made in a recent editorial in the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
as to the desirability of holding the next Road Show of the 
American Road Builders’ Association in New Orleans, 
although, of course, the suggestion should have been for the 
1929 convention and not the 1928, as that had already been 
scheduled for Cleveland, writes as follows: 

“Previous to two years ago there seemed to be almost a 
universal desire to keep the convention and road show in one 
city. This was also augmented by the fact that there seemed 
to be no other city that could provide facilities to take care 
of the convention. During the past two years there has been 
a desire to move the convention from Chicago, but not until 
this last year did this seem feasible on account of the lack 
of exhibition space that could be offered by the various cities. 

“Now Cleveland has offered space approximately 50 per 
eent greater than Chicago, with a practical guarantee that all 
people attending the convention will .be properly housed. 

“Any city centrally located with exhibition space of 300,000 
square feet or more, and hotel rooms sufficient to accom- 
modate 25,000 people, I would say would be satisfactory for 
a road builders’ convention. Now that there has been a 
change in the location of the convention, I feel there will 
continue to be the feeling that the convention should be 
moved from one city to another, provided the requirements 
are fulfilled. 

“As you know, the convention and road show will be held 
in Cleveland, January 9-13, 1928, and it is decided at the 
yearly convention where the next convention will be held. 

“In order that I may have the information relative to New 
Orleans for the purpose of presenting it to the board of direc- 
tors, I had expected to look over the exhibition space and 
hotel accommodations some time in the near future, when 
I take a trip through the South. 

“I know that New Orleans has exhibition space of approxi- 
mately 500,000 square feet. I would say that every indica- 
tion points to the fact that we will be able to utilize this 
entire amount in the very near future.” 


H. G. Shirley, chairman, State Highway Commission of 
Virginia, writes: 


“T read the article in the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD of July 
14 concerning the holding of the 1928 convention of the 
American Road Builders’ Association in New Orleans. I 
suppose you meant the 1929 convention, because the 1928 has 
been decided on some time back and will be held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, January 9 to 13. The place for holding the 1929 
convention will be decided some time during 1928. 

“The great difficulty that the board of directors of the 
American Road Builders’ have encountered in finding a place 
to hold the convention has been a building of sufficient size, 
strength and height to house the machinery exhibit and at 
the same time have sufficient hotel accommodations to take 
care of the delegates to the convention. 

“Cleveland has a most excellent exhibit building, but there 
was quite a serious doubt on the part of the directors on 
account of hotel accommodations. Cleveland, however, made 
up this deficiency by putting into service a number of lake 
steamers that will be tied up at the wharf at that time due 
to ice in the lakes and which will provide quite a number of 
additional comfortable rooms for the delegates. 

“New Orleans was considered very carefully and the hotel 
facilities were not considered sufficient to take care of the 
delegates and people attending the convention. I know the 
board of directors would give very close consideration to New 
Orleans if sufficient hotel accommodations could be guaran- 
teed along with a proper place to hold the road show.” 


Other letters bearing on the question of where the 1929 
convention of the American Road Builders’ Association 
should be held are of interest. Some of the writers doubt the 
feasibility of New Orleans, because they think the hotel 
facilities are not adequate to accommodate such a vust crowd 
as always attends these conventions. But the New Orleans 
people, with their enterprise, would probably be able to meet 


that problem, Certainly it would seem that instead of having 
tu house some of the visitors—as will be necessary at Cleve- 
land—on boats moored to wharves, and with the ice condi- 
tions which always prevail in the lake regions during the 
winter, that the convention should be held in a city of such 
splendid winter climate as has New Orleans. The climatic 
advantages of that city, the charm of its historic associations, 
the great road-building campaign in this country and in Latin 
America centering around the New Orleans district all unite 
to make that city an exceptionally desirable location for the 
convention. Some of the letters which have been received on 
this subject follow. 

S. T. Henry of the American Road Builders’ Association, 
writing from Spruce Pine, N. C., to the MANUFACTURERS 
REcOoRD, Says: 

“TI beg to acknowledge your letter of July 15 and the copy 
of your paper referring editorially to the desire of New 
Orleans to be host to the 1928 convention of the American 
Road Builders Association. Arrangements already have 
been made in detail for holding the 1928 convention in 
Cleveland. These arrangements include numerous contracts 
which make it impracticable to change the location of the 
next conventionn. 

“The first convention of the Association that could be 
held in New Orleans would be in 1929. In order for the 
request of New Orleans to have the attention it deserves, 


that request ought to be filed formally with the Board of 
Directors of the Association. Following the usual proced- 


ure, that Board will refer the matter to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association, with power to decide and act. 


“The idea of having the Road Show and Convention in 
the South is not new. The questions that arise are numer- 
ous, however, and some of them leave the directors of the 
Association open to the serious doubt of whether the show 
and the crowds could be housed properly. 

“The move to Cleveland is somewhat experimental. It is 
a question whether the crowds can be housed satisfactorily 
there; the Show can be. 

“Personally, I will be pleased to use any influence that I 
may have to see to it that the New Orleans request is thor- 
oughly considered.” 


P. Verhey, Southern District Manager, New Orleans, of 
the Chain Belt Company of Milwaukee, believes that New 
Orleans offers the most logical place for such a meeting and 
in a letter to the MANUFACTURERS RecorD outlines various 
reasons for holding the 1929 road show in New Orleans. He 
writes: 


“In the first place weather conditions in New Orleans are 
most ideal at the time of the year when the meeting and 
show are held, and we do not have the very severe weather 
found in the North. 

“Another point is the rapid progress being made through- 
out the South in road building. Highway expenditures in the 
South approximate $400,000,000 annually and represent about 
one-third of the country’s total. In the last few months 
there has been a noticeable increase in road bond issues in 
the Southern States indicating a quickening of construction 
work in the coming months. The South is just beginning 
to realize the value of good roads, and within the next few 
years vast sums will be spent in building permanent high- 
ways throughout this section. New Orleans is the South’s 
largest city and the most centrally located to Southern 
points. You can reach practically all the principal cities in 
all Southern States, from Virginia to Texas, from New 
Orleans by direct train service without changing cars. This 
is the reason I am making my headquarters in New Orleans. 

“Not only is New Orleans easily accessible to all parts of 
the South but it is equally accessible to the rest of the 
country. You can leave Chicago, St. Louis, or Cincinnati 
after lunch, and be in New Orleans early the next morning. 
You can leave New York city after business hours and reach 
New Or'eans on the second morning, losing one business day 
only. We have steamers running here from different foreign 
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ports. As you know New Orleans is the second largest port 
in the United States. 

“We are also only two days’ ride from the Pacific Coast, 
New Orleans has through Pullman service from Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, Cleveland, 
Detroit, Cincinnati, Chicago. St. Louis, Omaha, Kansas City, 
San Francisco, Denver, Los Angeles and practically every 
large city of the country. 

“Another point is that New Orleans is able to care for 
large crowds. In addition to having handled a number of 
large conventions the past year including the American 
Legion, the Knights Templar, etc., each year at Mardi Gras, 
New Orleans entertains practically 100,000) people. and we 
believe there is no doubt whatever that the large crowd 
attending the road building show can easily be taken care 
of in the city. 

“Our hotel facilities are unsurpassed in the country, there 
being at present about 5000 good hotel rooms with an addi- 
tional 1500 which will be completed within the next eighteen 
months. One more feature we have is a splendid exhibit 
building, a large warehouse built by the Government during 
the war and offering approximately 500,000 square feet of 
floor space; it is within ten minutes ride from the center of 
the city. There are facilities at this building for unloading 
30 or 40 cars of machinery at one time; there is also a large 
open space available close to the building. This could be 
used for any machinery that the manufacturer or exhibitor 
might want to use or for any machinery too large or too 
heavy to get into the building. 

“T am not familiar with the percentage of contractors that 
go to the Chicago convention or that will go to the Cleveland 
convention but I do believe that by holding a convention 
and road show at New Orleans it will draw the usual crowd 
from the Northern territory and draw a larger crowd than 
ever before from the Southen States. 

“I might also add that during the months of January, 
February and March, New Orleans has races and other out- 
door sports. The temperature is such that one can walk 
around without a top coat and the weather is generally dry. 
There may be objections by some of the manufacturers to 
the cost of freight to New Orleans on their equipment, but 
I believe most of them have distributors in the South who 
would gladly take this equipment off their hands.” 


J. E. Pennybacker, general manager of the Asphalt Asso- 
ciation, writing from New York in regard to the desirability 
of New Orleans having thé 1929 convention says: 

“T personally believe strongly in the rotation of the con- 
vention among points located in different sections of the 
country. and I feel that a Southern location for this conven- 
tion would be highly desirable provided the necessary facili- 
ties are available. IT do not know of a more delightful city for 
a winter meeting than New Orleans. You can readily under- 
stand, however, that on account of the large attendance, the 
weight and variety of exhibits, ete.. very few cities are able 
to meet the requirements of the American Road Builders’ 
Convention. If New Orleans can qualify in these respects. 
I should be very. glad. indeed, to..see it selected for the 
convention.” 

John E. Tate, district engineer of the Portland Cement 
Association, Richmond, Va., writes: 

“Personally I believe the only thing that is against holding 
the show at New Orleans would be the lack of accommoda- 
tions for the visiting delegates which number between thirty 
and forty thousand. I would like to see the convention held 
there if accommodations could be secured, for I believe one 
of the greatest open-air road shows ever held could be held 
at New Orleans. If proper space could be had near the city, 
it would enable the machinery interests to better display 
their goods. 

“Tt would not be a bad idea for the convention committee 
of New Orleans to appear before the directors of the Amer- 
ican Road Builders in Cleveland and submit to them a 
proposition having to do with holding the convention in 


their city.” 

President S. F. Beatty of the Austin-Western Road Machin- 
ery Company, Chicago, writes: 

“Inasmuch as the American Road Builders’ Association has 
definitely designated Cleveland as the meéting place for the 
1928 Road Show. it would be impossible to accomplish any- 
thing along this line in behalf of New Orleans for that year.

I am sure, however, everyone will be glad to give considera- 
tion to their claims for the convention the year following.” 

C. M. Babcock, president, Department of Highways, State 
of Minnesota, says: 

“IT am not ready to express an opinion as to the feasibility 
of holding the 1929 convention in New Orleans, but you may 
be sure the matter will be given consideration by the direc- 
tors of the American Road Builders’ Association.” 
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CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING FOR FLORIDA 
CITRUS INDUSTRY. 


HE Fruitman’s Club of Florida has accepted a plan for 

establishing a co-operative marketing organization for 
citrus fruits which, it is confidently believed, will put the 
entire industry of the State on a much sounder and more 
profitable basis. The plan adopted is known as the Citrus 
Clearing House. It was outlined for the Florida industry. 
at its request, by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The clearing house will be a nonprofit-making organiza- 
tion made up of citrus-fruit growers and distributors, in 
which member growers agree to sell their crops to none but 
member distributors, and member distributors buy ‘only 
from member growers. The principal function of the clear- 
ing house will be to control the distribution of the fruit to 
avoid glutting markets, and thereby assure the best available 
prices to growers and distributors. To this end, every mem- 
ber distributor will be required to report daily the number 
of cars shipped, the destination, prices asked and prices 
received. Such information will be compiled by the clearing 
house and given out to member distributors the following 
morning. The executive committee will determine the amount 
of fruit to move daily. 

The co-operation of the growers is essential, for unless 
they agree to sell only to member ‘distributors much fruit 
will go out without the knowledge of the clearing house. with 
consequent demoralization of the market and low prices for 
members and non-members alike. 

The organization of the clearing house is regarded as a 
great opportunity for growers and distributors to place their 
industry throughout the State on a sound and profitable 
basis. All indications now are that the plan will be a success. 
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NOTHING “BLUE” EXCEPT THE COVER. 


HE Central of Georgia Railway Company, through J. M. 

Mallory, general industrial agent, subscribed for a large 
number of copies of the Blue Book of Southern Progress. 
They have been distributed to people who would likely be 
interested in studying what the South has and what it is 
doing. One copy went to Miss Leona Westbrook of the bureau 
of publicity of the Stone Mountain Memorial Association and, 
in acknowledging receipt of it, she wrote to Mr. Mallory 
as follows:

If 
not, you are missing the opportunity of knowing more about 
your section than you probably know now. 
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THE GALLOWS OR THE CHAIN GANG FOR LIFE 
SHOULD BE THE END OF HOODED CRIMINALS. 


HE unspeakable outrages being committed here and there 

in the South, whippings and beatings of men and women 
by hooded scoundrels on the ground that these people have 
committed some immorality, is a reflection upon the intelli- 
gence and law-abiding quality of the people in every State 
where these things are done. Whether these acts are com- 
mitted by members of the Ku Klux Klan in their hooded 
garb, or by men who disguise themselves but who do not 
belong to the Klan, every incident of this kind is an act of 
disgraceful cowardice. These acts indicate a great depth of 
moral depravity and turpitude, and are committed by men 
generally of but little consequence from any standpoint what- 
ever in their communities, but for which the entire South 
suffers. 

It is true that criminality exists in other parts of the 
country, but nowhere we believe is there to be feund to such 
am extent as exists in parts of the South that kind of base 
criminality which takes men and women out into the woods 
and gives them a severe beating, claiming that this is done 
because the victims have been guilty of immorality. The 
scoundrels who do this are blackhearted villains, whether 
they pose as decent citizens or not. They are the very off- 
scourings of creation. The South would be better off if every 
one of them was in the penitentiary for life or at the end of 
the gallows’ rope, for whether or not these mobs who thus 
punish people actually murder them they have murder in 
their hearts and by their acts murder the very sovereignty 
of their State. 

It behooves the public officials in every State in which 
these crimes are committed to see that the criminals are 
caught and are duly punished, regardiess of any local senti- 
ment in their behalf and regardless of any political influence 
which they or any organization with which they are con- 
nected may have. The sworn officer of the law who does 
not go to the limit of risking his own life, if necessary, to 
capture and prosecute and punish these criminals is a per- 
jurer and is unworthy to fill any office in a decent community. 

The business men of the South should also recognize the 
fact that every whipping that occurs by these hooded scoun- 
drels is a drawback to the material prosperity of their sec- 
tion, but the material side, however important that may be. 
is of trifling importance compared with the moral side. If 
the rising generation finds that men can commit in safety 
these crimes of beating men and women, there will be devel- 
oped increasing lawlessness, which will fructify in the minds 
of the younger generation in still greater criminality of every 
kind. No sentimental gush in behalf of these hooded crimi- 
nals, blackhearted villains as they are, should be permitted 
to save them from the severest punishment that can be in- 
flicted under the laws and if the present laws do not make 
punishment sufficiently severe then new laws should Je passed, 
making the penalty so severe that the men convicted of such 
crimes will spend the rest of their days, however long they 
may be, in the chain gang building roads or confined in the 
penitentiary. Such men help to increase moral degradation 
in others, lower the whole tone of the community and sub- 
stitute lawlessness for punishment by legal means. 

As bearing directly on this point, we repeat a statement 
which the editor of the MANuFacrurers Recorp recently 
wrote for the Atlanta Constitution, in which it was said: 

“T trust you will pardon me for writing a word of caution 
in suggesting that upon the newspapers of the South rests a 
responsibility almost beyond our power to rightly comprehend. 
Throughout the South, as throughout the land, there is devel- 
oping widespread criminality. Against the criminality of his 
day Lincoln warned the nation, stating that unless it was 


checked this country, though it would probably not be ecap- 
tured by an invading army, might commit suicide by lawless- 
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ness, by disregarding the laws of the land and thus increasing 
the spread of the criminal power. 

“In the South there are many phases of criminality. The 
lynch law is one. However vile may be the criminal, the mob 
that lynches him in defiance of the law and sovereignty of 
the State commits a greater crime than that of the criminal 
himself. The spread of lawlessness as seen in the action of 
hooded mobs in taking the law into their own hands and 
whipping and beating those who, in their opinion, are morally 
guilty, is a crime against civilization far greater than is the 
crime of those who are punished, whatever may be the crime 
that they have committed. Only cowards dare in heoded garb 
to wreak their vengeance upon those who have incurred their 
displeasure. If these hooded criminals, regardless of whether 
they belong to any secret organization or not, had moral 
backbone and courage they would go into the courts to seek 
punishment for those whom they think are guilty, and yet 
when one considers the fact that men of affairs and of good 
standing in their communities violate other laws because 
they are not in harmony with their views they are directly 
responsible for the development of the criminality which 
finds expression in mob rule, in whippings and beatings, in 
bank robberies and defaleations and in the murder of any 
man or woman who interferes with the plans of the criminal, 
for he has been taught by the example of those in the highest 
social circles that in violating one law they are giving him 
an excuse for violating any other law. 

“Careful compilations have shown that the criminality of 
the country costs this nation more than $16,000,000,000 a year. 
a sum far greater than the total value of the agricultural 
products of the entire land. Unfortunately. the South shares 
to a large degree in this criminality. Its people are not fully 
awake to the tremendous issues involved. They are too 
indifferent, as are the people of the whole country, to the 
danger of this situation which menaces the very life of our 
country. 

“Upon the newspapers of the South rests the responsibility 
of standing for law and order and for the punishment of 
criminals of high or low degree, rich and poor alike, through 
the courts of the land. If. as is sometimes claimed, the 
courts are too lenient or lax, if the political power of 
criminal lawyers is too great, then no remedy can be found, 
except through the awakening of public sentiment, in order 
to secure upright and fearless judges, honest jurors of capa- 
bility and the creation of a publie sentiment which will make 
it impossible for criminal lawyers by their wiles to prevent 
the conviction of criminals.” 
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LIMITLESS POSSIBILITIES IN LIGNITES AND 
LOW GRADE COAL. 


LEADING engineer, thoroughly familiar with the 

Nicaraguan situation and with -other waterway 
possibilities in this country, writes the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp as follows: 

“Your picture of what we can do is a glorious one, and 
all the things you mention should be done. It would only 
create a new field for our capital. We had better spend 
it as yon say under government protection. than to specu- 
late in hosts of foreign bond issues, most of which will be 
defaulted. 

“There is another thing you might have mentioned in 
that editorial, but you can write another. That is the bold 
development of gasification of our Southwestern and 
Western lignites, for the manufacture of cheap electric 
energy. It is curious, but true, that cheaper power can be 
obtained in that way for transmission than can be 
obtained from our waternowers, because of the enormous 
absorption of capital in these latter enterprises. In other 
words, the plant for gasification and generation of energy 
through explosion engines does not call for such vast 
expenditures as generally are necessary for dams and 
hydroelectric plants. The power generated at the auxiliary 
steam plant of the waterpower plant at Richmond, Va., 
does not cost any more per kilowatt than the energy from 
the wheels, and that steam plant is not as efficient as a 
plant operated by gasified coal or lignite. In addition, 
whenever we generate vas from coal or lignite. we serub 
out the ammonia and thus tend to protect our nation, and 
augment the fertility of our soils. The attention of the 
South should more and more be directed to the enormous 
possibilities of great power development from its lignites 
and low-grade coals.” 
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ENTHUSIASM OF MEMBERS OF ENGLISH DELE- 
GATION WHO RECENTLY VISITED AMERICA. 


H REGINALD WANSBROUGH of Wansbrough, Rob- 
e inson, Tayler & Taylor, solicitors, of Bristol, England, 
writing to the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp in regard to the recent 
trip of a number of English business men to Virginia and 
other parts of the country, based on an invitation from the 
Virginia Legislature, gives a very interesting impression of 
the British delegates on this trip. In the course of this letter 
he said: 

“I am very much obliged to you for your letter of 
the 22d June and for the edition of the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp of the 26th May (which arrived before your letter), 
the contents of which, and particularly ‘Blessed be the ties 
that bind’ on page 73, interested me very much indeed. 

“That article is splendidly written and the reference to 
the schedule mapped out for us is very descriptive. 

“The only thing upon which I could pass any criticism is 
that you have not sufficiently described the unbounded kind- 
ness and lavish hospitality extended to us, but I sympathize 
with you in your inability to do so, because they really were 
past adequate description. I have been about in various 
parts of the world and in our own colonies and dependen- 
cies, but have never received such a delightful reception as 
we all got from our Virginian friends and alse the representa- 
tives of the chambers of commmerce in the towns which 
we visited outside Virginia. Visits of this description can 
only result in a greater and more lasting friendship between 
the two English-speaking races. It is quite impossible to 
believe that at any time in the future there conjd a mis- 
understanding arise of any serious nature between the Ameri- 
cans and the British. The object of both nations is to play 
the game, and there can be no doubt that we shall go hand- 
in-hand with identical objects, similar thoughts and one 
determined feeling that we are the nations entrusted to 
maintain the peace of the world. So long as the American 


and the Britisher stand shoulder to shoulder and arm in 
arm there can be no possibility of a condition arising such 
as existed between 1914 and 1915S. 

“You as the editor of a great paper and all the other editors 
of the good papers in the United States are entrusted with 
the solemn duty of seeing that the friendship existing 
between our two races shall be so cemented that at no time 
hereafter can any serious misunderstanding arise. 

“I may tell you that the British delegation returned to 
their homes with the happiest recollection of the friendships 
they made and the experiences which they gained. and you 
may be quite assured that there is no band of propagandists 
more enthusiastically in favor of greater trade, better under- 
standing and permanent friendship than those who enjoyed 
the hospitality of the State of Virginia.” 


With the desire expressed by Mr. Wansbrough for an ever- 
increasing friendship between the people of Great Britain and 
America the Manuracturers Recorp is in hearty accord. 
Upon these two nations rests the future of the world. Occa- 
sionally each may criticise the other, as sometimes happens 
in families, but there should never come a single thought 
of anything but permanent friendship between these great 
English-speaking countries—the world’s hope for the main- 
tenance of civilization. 
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HEAT IN TEXAS? 


HILE the East and West have been sweltering in 
intense heat, Mr. Miles C. Shorey a traveling repre- 
sentative of the MANUFACTURERS Recorp writing under date 
of July 14 from San Antonio, Texas, to this paper, gives 
some facts in regard to the climatic conditions as follows: 


“T have been watching the weather reports from the East 
and must frankly say that while it gets intensely hot here 
during the day, you, I am sure, won’t believe me when I say 
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it was 92 and 93 at two different places on Main street 
tonight at 8.10. I tried to feel hot but a good breeze was 
coming up and as I write this my window is down and it has 
turned cool, as it does every night, nor do I perspire during 
the day as I used to in Baltimore. Maybe I am dead and 
don’t know it.” 

This reminds us of a statement made some years ago by a 
New England woman who had for a long time lived in San 
Antonio. During one summer she visited her relatives in 
Massachusetts, and after being there a few weeks stopped in 
Baltimore and said she was going home to escape the heat 
of Massachusetts which was worse than she had experienced 
in twenty-five or thirty years in San Antonio. 
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FEWER FARM AND FACTORY WORKERS. 


ENSUS figures of 1925 show that the number of persons 
employed in factories in the United States has been 
decreasing for some years. Likewise there has been a gen- 
eral movement of farmers from farms to towns and cities; 
in 1926 the farm population diminished by 649,000 persons, 
the largest decrease in any year since 1920. At the census 
of 1919 there were reported 8,990,000 wage earners employed 
in manufacturing, 8,768,000 in 1923 and 8,384,000 in 1925. 
I. is estimated that the available workers represent about 40 
per cent of the total population which is now about 118,000,- 
000. Therefore out of about 47,000,000 people employed in 
the United States, but 18 per cent are factory workers. 
Reflecting the lower volume of industrial employment, the 
farm labor supply and demand this year are said to be in 
close balance, as the Agricultural Department puts it. The 
supply of farm labor in mid-July in the North and South 
Atlantic States was slightly under the demand, but else- 
where over the country the supply was said to be plentiful. 
Farm wages are at a lower level than industrial wages, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics reporting that they were 
about 84 per cent of the 1919 level, whereas the weekly earn- 
ings of New York State factory workers, for instance, in 
May were 124 per cent of the 1919 level. 


With the number of factory workers declining and city 
population increasing while farm population is adding fur- 
ther to the increase in urban population, one naturally won- 
ders in which direction our steadily growing population is 
finding employment. The automobile industry no doubt in 
all its wide ramifications of selling organizations, repairing, 
and allied lines of tire and gasoline stations and sales agen- 
cies, has offered new channels of employment and possibly 
many have entered various lines of commerce. Also build- 
ing and construction operations, such as road building, have 
absorbed a large number of workers compared with previous 
years. but on the other hand the railroads are employing 
fewer workers compared with some years ago although they 
are doing a larger volume of business than ever. Also there 
has been a decrease in Federal employment. 

The introduction of better machinery, greater utilization 
of power, and more efficient plant operations enable fewer 
factory workers to accomplish more, and likewise the intro- 
duction of better farming machinery and modern farm 
methods are producing on the average more crops and farm 
products than was possible formerly with a larger number 
of farm workers. The crops this year by reason of adverse 
weather are on the whole smaller than last year. 

A large number of people are out of employment and there 
always will be some “floating” element of unemployment 
“but there is no evidence that unemployment is increasing 
abnormally with the growth of population. A considerable 
number of people are living on invested capital, yet many of 
this class are occupied in supervising and managing their 
invested funds while the number of “idle” rich is compara- 
tively small. 
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The Danger of Apathy or Indifference to Our 
Country's Welfare Vs. the Enthusiasm for a 
Brutal, Beastly Fight of Two Thugs. 


A RE the American people growing apathetic in things that pertain to political honor and integrity, to the 
enforcement of law, to the duty of responsible men to serve on juries and to other great questions which 


pertain to the moral stamina and life of the country? 
Are they ignoring obedience to law, and are they indifferent to the great issues raised in our dealings 


with Nicaragua, Mexico and other countries? 

Are they indifferent to their responsibilities, when only one-half of the citizens of the country vote in a 
Presidential election? Are they too busy, as some claim, in money making or absorbed in the material things 
concerning their own individual welfare to recognize and fulfil the solemn obligations that rest upon them 
for the maintenance of our Government, for the upbuilding of the moral forces of the nation and for compel- 
ling the Federal Government, State, county and municipal governments to be rigidly honest in all of their 
dealings? 

It has been charged by men of high standing throughout the country that one of the greatest dangers 
to American life is the apathetic indifference to problems which constantly face America. 

No greater illustration of this apathy could be found than the apparent indifference with which a 
large proportion of the American people have failed utterly to respond to the fearful disaster in the overflowed 
regions of the South. With over 600,000 Americans suffering from this flood, bereft of their homes, their live- 
stock, with their farms still in many places covered deep in water. with unemployment staring them in the 
face, the country has made no aggressive demand for a special session of Congress to meet this condition. It 
has apparently been perfectly content to let the President or Mr. Hoover settle the problem; neither one is 
so wise as to be infallible and a tremendous mistake has been made in failing to call a special session. Mir. 
Hoover has done a splendid work, for which he deserves great praise, but he has not.rallied the whole country 
to a realization of this disaster, nor awakened the President or the people at large to the supreme necessity 
of meeting this situation in a way worthy of the boundless wealth of this country and of the desperate condi- 
tion still existing and destined to exist for months to come in the flooded regions. For this reason we are 
publishing a few striking editorials on the subject from leading papers, representing the East and South 
alike. 
Ten times as much interest was aroused in a disgraceful, brutal and inhuman prize fight, as has been 
manifested in the sufferings of 600,000 of our.own people or in the great issues of national and international 
honor in dealing with weaker countries. We venture to say that thousands of people paid more to see that 
brutal fight of two thugs than they have given to save men, women and helpless children .from starvation.

About $15,000,000, placed by the generosity of the 
American people in the hands of the Red Cross for instant 
relief and partial rehabilitation, is but the prologue of the 
hundreds of millions that in some form must be added to 
complete the work of again putting these sufferers in the 
way of rebuilding their lives and fortunes. * * * This great 
internal system of waterways is our own. It is property that 
that can be made to work for us. It is a gift of God. The 
vast valley between the Rockies and Alleghanies would be 
a barren waste without it. These rivers do not belong to 
the States but to the nation. They water the richest region 
on the globe. They are a major part of our Goveramental 
plant. Guided, controlled, they are a blessing. We too little 
consider the benefit they are to our agriculture. They make 
possible the production of an annual wealth that forever 
makes us an independent and a rich people. To let them run 
wild when we can conserve and use them for our own good is 
a mark of shiftlessness. We have been, in a makeshift way, 
building levees along their banks for a hundred years. Let 


water power that is usable: can it reclaim a foot of soil for 
our intensive farming? 

“We believe in, and always plead for, economy in Govern- 
ment. But conservation and thrift are economy. Out where 
the prairies roll to the far horizon, where the great farms 
are, the very contour of the land creates what farmers call 
‘washes.’ They soon become gullies unless they are stopped. 
They eat up good acres and carry them down to the creeks. 
But small dams, built sometimes of brush, and other methods 
of draining and filling, stop this loss before it becomes de- 
structive. A farmer who allows his good acres to waste 
away does not rank high among his fellows. In a way, river 
improvement is like this to the peoplé of the United States. 
We have long been talking of a Lakes-to-the-Gulf waterway 
for ocean-going vessels. It is ready made by the Mississippi 
route, when the great ‘Father of Waters’ is properly con- 
served. 

“In a small way already rivers and creeks are being 
straightened to prevent overflow. All these matters may be 
combined in one. We have read an individual suggestion 
that north and south canals west of the Mississippi might 
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be made to carry off the excessive rainfall and overflow of 
rivers and distribute it over the arid regions of the South- 
west. redeeming millions of acres. It is an audacious propo- 
sition, but is it not worth consideration, if only to open up 
the possibilities in this great work? While in countless ways 
we are laying debts on future generations, may we not also 
leave them a ‘going concern’ that will help them to live?” 
After emphasizing the situation as to the tremendous 
losses that have been incurred and the necessity for great 
outlays for meeting this situation, the Chronicle adds: 


“We do not believe in spending the taxes of the people 
merely to gratify pride in progress. We do not believe in 
spending taxes merely to ‘make work’ for the unemployed. 
We do not believe in the Government actually doing the 
work that can be done by safeguarded private contracts. 
But when the work is helpful and necessary then the bene- 
tits to industry that accrue are a legitimate prize. Here is 
a chance to spend a big sum for ‘the farmers’ that will help 
them for all time to come. Here is an opportunity to distrib- 
ute manufacture, through the generation of electrical 
power, that will go far to harmonize our industrial develop- 
ment. It is easily the greatest project that can legitimately 
be undertaken. It is for the people, it may be by the people. 

“Let not sectionalism enter into its consideration. Let 
there be no shadow of politics over it. But let it be a ‘cold’ 
business proposition. Let the whole people pay and all will 
receive the benefit. And let it be begun now. Temporary 
reconstruction of broken levees may be politic and neces- 
sary. But let it be understood that they are temporary, and 
no part of the permanent scheme. And then provide that no 
dollar spent shall be lost, because it will again be washed 
away by floods certain to come again. 

“Of course, the cynic will say—what a magnificient oppor- 
tunity for graft! The sectionalist will say—why should five 
or six Southern States be thus benefited at the expense of 
the rest? The politician will say, beware of this material 
power that will set one section above another! But are we 
really one people under one Government? 

“If corn, cotton and wheat never left the places of their 
origin, would they benefit us all? 

“Are thirty thousand square miles of fertile territory worth 
saving? 

“Are half a billion losses not worth preventing? 

“And by no means least, are not four hundred thousands of 
our citizens worth protecting with our good will? 

“As one of the writers quoted has said, the tragedy is now 
at hand, the time has come for love and unity to do their 
work. And once more we say we are confronted as a people 
owning an unrivalled business plant with the duty of pre- 
serving it and making it more effective and safe. It is not, 
it is true, a matter of sentimentalism. But true sentiment 
is part of that feeling which makes each of us our brother’s 
keeper. One in purpose we advance to wealth and culture. 
Our energies are incalculable. Our industries are universal 
in their effects. Individuals, with boundless opportunities. 
we unite in service that spreads from one to all and from 
all to each! Let us prove our faith in a common democracy.” 





The Needs of the Flooded Districts. 
{From the Christian Science Monitor.] 


The fact that the New York Times was one of the many 
papers which were disinclined to regard an extra session of 
Congress as at all likely to contribute to the assistance of 
the sufferers from the Mississippi flood, gives additional 
importance to the very graphic stories of disaster in the 
flooded district which it is printing. Its correspondent, L. C. 
Speers, is obviously going into the very heart of the devas- 
tated district. His dispatches come from such little-known 
towns as Melville, La., and McGehee, Ark. He is not estab- 
lishing himself in the large towns which have suffered little, 
and waiting for reports to come in from the country dis- 
tricts, but is obviously going direct to spots where the river 
has done its worst. 

His stories are graphic in their description of the damage 
done, the loss incurred, and the poverty which is staring the 


people in the face. But he is in no sense emotional. He 
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does not strive for sentimental effect. Indeed, he lightens 
up his story with occasional references to the buoyancy of 
the people, and especially the joyousness of the children 
disporting themselves in the flooded streets. Nor does he 
attempt to score a point against the Administration for 
refusing to call an extra session, or for hesitating to promise 
these suffering people anything more than liberal credits. 
In his story of Monday he describes the utter devastation of 
the Sugar Bowl. Perhaps this description may be taken as 
typical of the whole: 

“In this part of the country the highway is buried for 
miles under water from three to ten feet deep. Just what 
has happened to it will not be known until the recession 
comes, and all signs are that that happy day is still a long 
way off. 

“From the depot one gets a striking panoramic view of 
the Melville desolation. Over there is the new high school, 
a fine two-storied red brick structure. To the roofs of the 
first floor it is clogged with mud and sand. 

“There are three churches. They stand like islands in a 
muddy sea, and all of them are choked with the slime of 
the deluge. Stores show above the water and huge sand 
dunes piled up to the second floors indicate what has hap- 
pened inside. 

“The hotel, to get to which one takes a boat, is operating 
—that is, the second floor is. The first floor is a complete 
wreck. ™ 

“A native points out where stood nine little cottages. 
Seven, he says, are on the way to the Gulf. Two others. 
brand new and never occupied, when the flood came, floated 
away and landed on somebody else’s property. 

“In the distance one sees the wreckage of farmhouses. 
The water over the farms is just as deep as in Melville. 
A young farmer climbs the levee while one tries to grasp 
the completeness of the situation. 

“With his wife and little children the farmer had been 
for weeks in a Red Cross camp at Opelousas, on the other 
side of the parish. He thought it was time to come home, 
he said, and when he got there, home was ten feet of water, 
and nothing more. Everything he had was gone, and he is 
just one refugee among hundreds and hundreds of others 
whose plight is just as sad.” 

But the correspondent goes on to say that everybody has 
something nice to say about Herbert Hoover. “He has done 
everything he could for them, and they know it. They 
declare one and all that never will they forget Mr. Hoover, 
but they also assert sometimes they cannot help but think 
that Mr. Hoover is the only person in official Washington 
who is really interested in them. * * * The people hope that 
Congress will give them flood control, and they think the 
Government might do something for the thousands of people 
in their own and other stricken zones who have lost every- 
thing they had, and are facing, without money or credit, and 
in numerous instances without adequate food or clothing, a 
winter that carries with it a threat of destitution and starva- 
tion.” In another article the correspondent quotes a local 
business man as protesting because John Q. Tilson, Repub- 
lican leader in the House of Representatives, put tax reform 
ahead of flood legislation in the next Congress. 

Whether an extra session of Congress would have func- 
tioned with such celerity and intelligence as to bring prompt 
and adequate relief to the suffering people of Arkansas and 
Louisiana may indeed be doubted. Yet we believe that with 
Congress out of session, with the public men of the country 
scattered all over the face of the land, there has been a 
lack of comprehension of the proportions of this disaster to 
the South and utter and complete failure to take immediate 
steps to meet the needs of the hour. Flood control is not a 
thing to be hurriedly discussed in an extra session, but that 
money. food. supp'ies of all kinds, should be provided for 
these people without delay, in quantities which probably no 
private benevolent organization can hope to secure, does not 
seem to be a debatable question. Mr. Hoover’s visits to the 
scene, gratefully as they seem to have been received, can 
have had no value other than to impress him with the needs 
of the occasion. Is it possible that those needs can be met 
without legislative action? 
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A Plain Duty Shirked. 
[From the New York World.] 


What conditions exist to-day in the flooded areas of the 
Mississippi Valley? What progress is being made with 
rehabilitation? What work is being done by the “credit 
corporations” which were to come to the rescue of the 
flooded districts? With what assurance can the country 
feel that, aside from provision against another flood in an- 
other year, there is no longer any “problem” and that the 
flood of 1927 can safely be forgotten? 

Our neighbor the Times has completed publication of a 
series of articles on these questions by its staff correspon- 
dent, L. C. Speers. These articles do great credit to the 
Times, not only for their workmanlike reporting but because 
the Times has published them despite the fact that they 
repudiate its own editorial appraisal of the situation. In 
these circumstances the articles may be regarded as doubly 
free from any editorial bias. They are a plain story of the 
flood, and the first adequate story since the crest of the 
flood passed and the stricken South was left to its own 
devices. 


Mr. Speers began with Arkansas. He found that entire 
counties had been submerged; that more than 200,000 people, 
90 per cent of them farmers, “had lost their homes, seen 
their growing crops blotted out and their credit destroyed;” 
that floodwaters still cover “thousands on thousands of fer- 
tile acres” and that “the threat of starvation faces a multi- 
tude in the months that are to come.” These people are 
not back on the road to recovery. “Here in big spots one 
finds complete devastation, the destruction approaching the 
maximum in gravity. Here are places where the outlook is 
as black as night, where the chances for any kind of a crop 
are nil.” It is too late for cotton. Only a miracle will give 
these people any crop at all. “Thousands, in particular the 
tenant farmers, are practically penniless and without credit. 
* * *To get money they must give security, and in the case 
of those who need it most the security is either in or on its 
way to the Gulf of Mexico.” 

This is Arkansas. Across the river from Arkansas lies 
Mississippi. Here Mr. Speers found that “thousands of per- 
sons, practically all of them owners of small farms or tenant 
farmers, are to-day destitute;” their homes are gone, their 
forage is gone; “90 per cent of them have no money in the 
bank, nor have they security to offer for long-time loans 
and that is the only kind of a loan that will really help;” in 
Sharkey, Issaquena, Washington and Southern Bolivar Coun- 
ties crops this year will be a makeshift affair, “and there 
will be no crops at all in the remaining sections of the inun- 
dated territory.” 

Finally, of the States hardest hit, there is Louisiana— 
hardest hit of all. For as late as June 25 two-thirds of the 
inundated area of Louisiana was still under water, with the 
other third just beginning to show above the murky, stag- 
nant lakes. Health conditions are bad. The*same old story 
repeats itself. Farmers are bankrupt, crops are gone, high- 
ways are under water; “of the tenant-farmer sufferers, and 
they are estimated as being 98 per cent of all, those who 
are in a position to speak with authority are agreed that at 
least 95 per cent are absolutely penniless, with nothing in 
the world save a waterlogged cabin which belongs to some 
one else;” thousands of people without money or credit, and 
in numerous instances without adequate food or clothing, 
“are facing a winter that carries with it a threat of destitu- 
tion and starvation.” And malaria is gaining ground. 


These are conditions in the flooded area as they are 
described by a competent, disinterested reporter, and it is 
fair to say of them that they are conditions foreseen when 
the flood was at its height. Here was a great disaster, a 
disaster which had left 600,000 people homeless, and it was 
proposed by the Administration to permit the flood-waters

to recede with no more adequate preparation for the rehabili- 
tation of these people, no more adequate provision of credit 
and no more adequate defense against malaria than could be 
supplied by a private charity which was already losing 
interest in the flood! 

It was for the immediate work of rehabilitation, not the 
future problem of controlling the next flood, that all through 
May and June the World urged the Administration to call 
Congress in a special session. To this plea we received 
three different answers. First came the comment there 
“ought to be no hasty, half-baked plans for future flood con- 
trol by Congress’’—this from a group of critics who could 
not see, or did not choose to see, the difference between 
future flood control for an emergency in 1928 or 1938 or 1948 
and an immediate problem of rehabilitation confronting the 
country in mid-summer, 1927. Then came the great discov- 
ery by clever party strategists that. the World was only 
seeking to “embarrass Mr. Coolidge.” Finally came the plan 
for “credit corporations’—a plan at last put forward when 
it had become clear even to the last sceptic that there had 
been a flood, that the stricken areas were bankrupt and that 
something must be done to rehabilitate these people. 

This plan was proposed on May 28 by Mr. Hoover. It was 
a plan to persuade bankers to raise a fund which would be 
subject to rediscount privileges and which could be used to 
provide credit for the flooded areas. With this plan, Mr. 
Hoover said, “I am confident we can carry these people (the 
flood victims) through until they are on the way to self- 
support.” To the World it seemed that any plan which 
depended on further begging of private funds at a time when 
even Red Cross subscriptions were falling off, and any plan 
which could provide credit only if security were offered— 
when security did not exist—was a plan inadequate to what 
Mr. Hoover described as “the greatest peace-time disaster 
in the history of the country,” and the World said so at 
the time. 

The plan was officially adopted by the Administration, 
however, and those who ventured to criticise it as inade- 
quate were denounced as trouble-makers and fault-finders by 
the Administration press. This plan, we were assured, would 
take care of the whole situation handsomely. And also 
avoid calling Congress! 

Let us now see what has happened. 

The desperate straits in which the stricken areas of the 
South still find themselves, as revealed in the reports of 
Mr. Speers, are in themselves prima facie evidence that the 
“credit corporations” have not done their work successfully. 
But Mr. Speers made a special investigation of the Adminis- 
tration’s credit plan, and this is what he found: 

“One hears on all sides that the credit corporations will 
not work. The periods of the loans, it is asserted, are too 
short and the interest rates are too high.* * * The majority 
(of flood sufferers) have no security to offer for long-time 
credit, and without security this credit cannot be had.” 

This is not only the opinion of the farmers. It is the 
opinion of the bankers. Mr. Speers quotes the President of 
the greatest bank in New Orleans, a man who had sub- 
scribed $100,000 to the plan when it was first proposed, as 
saying flatly that it will not work. He quotes another banker 
—‘one of those on whom Mr. Hoover mainly relies in the 
flood zone”’—as declaring that the plan is “absolutely un- 
workable in a situation such as now exists.” He quotes the 
President of the Bank and Trust Company of Avoyelles as 
saying, “The farm-credit organizations are not functioning 
and no help can be expected from that source under the plan 
as now in force.” And then he gives the figures: 

Actually to this day—six weeks after the credit-corpora- 
tion plan was adopted, six weeks after the Administration 
had proclaimed it adequate to the situation and six weeks 
after Mr. Coolidge had washed his hands of the whole prob- 
lem—‘“it can be said on the very highest authority that less 
than a dozen of the thousands made destitute in Louisiana 
have applied to this agency for relief; in Arkansas the num- 
ber is said to totai less than 100, and the same story comes 
out of Mississippi.” 

This is the Administration’s famous credit plan—the plan 
that was to refute its critics, the plan that was to make it 
unnecessary to call Congress, the plan that was to avoid 
“bothering” the country with a special session, the plan that 
was to enable Mr. Coolidge to have the center of the stage 
himself. 

This is the plan. What has it done save add one final 
chapter to a story of second-rate political caution and unfor- 
givable neglect? 
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Let Us Not Forget. 


{From the Charlotte Observer.] 

With each passing day it becomes more apparent that 
some Government action should be taken toward rendering 
relief to the suffering thousands in the Mississippi flood 
area. Today, according to authentic reports from that sec- 
tion, thousands upon thousands of people in many Louisiana 
communities are completely destitute. They are without 
money and without credit. Their crops were drowned out 
and just around the corner looms the date when their annual 
taxes will be due. Even the banks are powerless to render 


aid because of the fact that even now they are struggling 
for existence as a result of much farm paper. The Red Cross 
is doing all it can, but even this great organization cannot 
be expected to fill the needs of so many people. Were the 
situation a temporary blight, matters would not be so bad. 
Lut for many months panic-stricken citizens cannot hope 
for much improvement. In fact, it will be years before 
many of them completely recover from the ill effects. 

To add to the misery and the pathos of the situation, a 
new disaster is apparently looming in the form of crop-eating 
worms that threaten to wipe out every semblance of post- 
flood crops before they are scarcely out of the ground. With 
these worms swarming over the newly planted, soggy fields 
and with what few crops there are fully three months be- 
hind schedule, many Louisiana parishes will do well to 
harvest 10 per cent of their customary crops. 

And, what is worse yet, is the harrowings fact the 
future offers nothing in the way of encouragement. Five 
great crevasses exist in the main Mississippi levee chain 
which extends through the Tensas basin. These gaps, every 
one of major proportion, continue to discharge excess flood 
waters. To date, the Government has made no move to 
close the gaps. So careless have the Federal authorities 
been in this respect that the natives declare that even now 
it is too late to make the repairs sufficient to prevent the 
overflow of normati flood waters which are certain to come 
in the spring. 

The cost of these repairs, it is said by experts, will approxi- 
mate the staggering sum of half a billion dollars. The 
Government has inferred that it expects the citizens of the 
flood area to pay one-fourth of this expense, but with scarcely 
nothing to call their own such payments on the part of 
those people is out of the question. The long delay, and the 
general horror of the whole situation is causing a restless- 
ness among the stricken people which is said to have almost 
reached the point of bitterness against the Government. 

If there ever was a time when a special session of Con- 
gress was justified it must surely be now. Thousands of 
our very neighbors are upon the point of starvation. No 
foreign appeal for aid ever has been more urgent than is 
now found right in our midst. No pen can portray and no 
tongue can tell the vast scenes of misery and desolation 
which actually exist. 

Just at this time flood legislation is vastly more important 
than Naval pow-wows, important as the latter unquestionably 
are. But we can jockey along with Great Britain and Japan 
about our relative Naval strengths at almost any time. A 
year’s delay would’nt mean a great deal. But a year’s delay 
in flood legislation may mean sins of omission which we 
could never rectify. Admittedly, we don’t know how we are 
going to force the present political powers-that-be to get 
started. Perhaps the only weapon at hand is an aroused 
opinion. The American public is quick to forget. Without 
the proper agitation, it is possible that we would soon forget 
the grave situation to the south and west of us. For once, 
then, Observer readers may regard us as an agitator. 
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Letting Our Own People Stew. 


[From the New York Evening World.] 


With something of a shock it is reaching the American 
people that there has been one vast amount of deception 
given out from Washington concerning the satisfactory con- 
ditions in the flood-stricken section of the Mississippi. With 
three-quarters of a million American men, women and chil- 
dren ruined and facing the threat of actual starvation this 
winter, with their property swept away and without credit 
on which to build anew, with private charity and financial 
institutions unable to meet the problem, a great, rich, power- 
ful nation has smugly amused itself with air flights and the 
movies, dismissing the suffering fellow-Americans from con- 
sideration. 

This is shocking. 

It would not be possible but for the fact that the President 
gave it out long ago that conditions were satisfactory in the 
flooded section and that the people had been adequately 
cared for. 

Just “who told him that” does not appear in the record; 
but it appears that the President declined an invitation to 
personally inspect the ruin wrought by the waters. He 
crossed the Mississippi without looking south. 7 

It is now clear enough that the Government must act to 
prevent the most tragic suffering this winter; that the Gov- 
ernment must find a way through which long-term loans 
may be made the people for the rebuilding of their wrecked 
homes and desolated fields. It does not take engineers to 
solve that problem. This does not go to the making of 
engineering plans for the prevention of future disasters, for 
this takes time; it is a present duty for the Government to 
so to the assistance of these hundreds of thousands of men, 
women and children to prevent suffering, and to make possible 
the credit essential to the rebuilding. Congress should have

Don’t Forget the Flood. 
{From the Chattanooga News.] 


An Associated Press dispatch Saturday informed us that 
on that day, the first train to enter Greenville, Miss., since 
April 22, whistled its way into that civie victim of the flood. 
Two months and three weeks had elapsed during which the 
stricken town was without train service, a striking evidence 
of the damage wreaked by the angry “Father of Waters.” A 
dispatch Tuesday told of Arkansas City, Ark., is only now 
being salvaged from the inland sea. 

This flood was the greatest peace-time calamity which the 
American nation has ever known. As recently as last week, 
i million and a half acres of the valley land were still 
unable to be prepared for crop bearing for this season, and 
there was no hope they would be. 

The Mississippi waters have descended. The people are 
slowly making their ways back to the farms. The dramatic 
phases of the catastrophe have passed out of the picture. 
The flood is no longer a front-page item to the newspapers 
of the United States. This is all true enough. But to the 
unfortunate inhabitants of that region, the flood is not a 
thing of the past. It is a calamity of the present, and an 
ogre of the future. It has destroyed a tremendous part of 
the capacity of the valley lands to produce. It means want, 
distress, starvation, to many thousands. 

Recent dispatches from special correspondents to Eastern 
papers tell another sad story. The financing corporations 
which the Government set up to make new loans to farmers, 
und which they claimed would solve the financing of the 
restoration of the inundated area, have been ineffective, for 
these farmers have no security left on which to place new 
loans. Their cattle had been drowned, or driven away or 
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stolen. Their planting seeds have been swept away by the 
flood. They need agricultural machinery and animals to 
stock the farms. They are having a terrific time. 

The Mississippi Valley needs help badly, and it needs to be 
assured that all possible steps will be taken to prevent 
another such flood. Now that the waters are receding, it is 
to be feared that the dire necessities of the valley folk for 
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the present, and their rights of being safeguarded against 
ravages by further floods in the future, will fade into the 
background faster than the crest of the river goes down. 
This must not be. The Mississippi farmer is entitled to flood 
relief and flood control, and Mr. Coolidge and Congress must 
not be allowed to forget the fact. The flood is over, but its 
damage is unrepaired, and its meance remains. 


Politics Rules and the Governors’ Conference Dare 
Not Publicly Advocate Help for Flood Sufferers 
by Special Session. 


NEW ENGLAND GOVERNORS STRONG FRIENDS OF HELP TO FLOOD REGIONS. 


By GEorRGE GARNER. 


Mackinac Island, Mich., July 25. 

.Of the many subjects for debate on the program for their 
annual conference, the Governors of over half the States in 
the Union in session here considered none of more importance 
than that concerning relief for the hundreds of thousands of 
sufferers in the Mississippi Valley flood, and relating to 
prevention of such a disaster in the future. Yet in open 
conversations and in debate and in any possible official 
utterance the same sense of political discretion is discernible 
that has been evidenced in the Chicago flood prevention con- 
ference and other discussions of the subject. There is strong 
reluctance even to intimate publicly to the President that « 
special session of Congress should be called to provide imme- 
diate relief for the helpless, the homeless, the hopeless, the 
near-starving thousands of men, women and children. 

For quotation, the words of any one Governor may be cited 
as the words of all: 

“I believe the Federal Government should relieve the 
suffering and adopt a flood-prevention policy on which Con- 
gress can enact proper legislation.” So speak, for instance, 
Governor Hammill of Iowa, Governor Martineau of Arkan- 
sas, Governor Ritchie of Maryland and a dozen others. Asked 
whether he believes a special session of Congress should be 
called to provide immediate relief, each and every Governor 
retires behind the screen of confidence and talks to me in an 
intimacy which cannot be violated. That is the discretion 
of politics. Beyond this each is an executive and is jealous 
for full protection of the executive initiative; so, each is 
umwilling to say a word which may be construed as even a 
suggestion to the Chief Executive of the Nation. 


It is an unwritten rule of these Governors’ annual con- 
ferences that no resolution of any kind shall be adopted and 
“We once adopted a resolution on Prohibition and it nearly 
broke up our conferences,” as one Governor laughingly 
told me. It is not unlikely at this writing, however, that a 
discreet and diplomatic resolution will be framed and adopted, 
expressing a sympathetic sentiment that the suffering should 
be relieved by Federal aid and floods be prevented in the 
future, but that is as far as the conference will go. 

In private conversation with me, a Governor who was 
present at the Chicago flood-prevention conference denounced 
strongly the politics played by the Administration in that 


convention, preventing the introduction of a resolution recom- 
mending a special session of Congress, as described in the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD. But even he will not favor the 
adoption of such a resolution by the Governors’ conference. 
The public words of these Governors are perfunctory and 
cautious and of little interest or import. What they say in 
private would be of prodigious influence if I could repeat 
their words. 

No more practically sympathetic men are to be found ix 
all the land than Governor Brewster of Maine, former Gov 
ernor Pinchot of Pennsylvania, who is a guest of the con- 
ference; Governor Hammill of Iowa, Governor Spaulding of 
New Hampshire and Governor Green of Michigan. Indeed, 
it is remarkable to find the Governors from New England the 
most earnest in desire to help the stricken South. “New 
England has been studying the South and already knows 
much about it,’ said Governor Brewster, “the old sectional 
feeling is rapidly failing. We of New England now regard 
the people of the South as our friends and brothers. We 
want to help the South and we believe that the South can 
be of help to us. The old barriers between New England 
and the South are torn down. New England is one at heart 
with the South.” 

And from other New England men came the same senti. 
ment with equal sincerity. 

3ut the fact remains that no help for the helpless seems 
te be in sight from any quarter. Politics, it is almost unani- 
mously agreed, stands apparently inexorably between destitu- 
tion and relief. 

In the meantime, while hundreds of thousands suffer, the 
National Executive rests in peace and plenty and comfort in 
u vacation home. On their annual outing, the State execu- 
tives are housed in a magnificent hotel. Military guards of 
honor are mounted on the stairways up and down which they 
pass to their sessions. Colored servitors in black and yellow 
uniforms, in short trousers and black silk stockings and 
white gloves serve tasty viands to the Governors. Moving 
pictures of the Mississippi flood are shown in the hotel where 
they abide. But the fog of politics hides from view the home- 
less and hungry huddled on the levees along the great river, 
and will conceal them from the unwilling gaze of the Federal 
Government until a special session of Congress for their 
relief may be called. 

In addition to flood prevention the Governors planned to 
discuss farm relief and other phases of agriculture. Social 
activities and entertainments are very numerous and Gov- 
ernor Green arranged to entertain about 700 persons at a 
dinner given by him. 
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New 30.000-Kilowatt Unit Power Plant to Cost 
Over $4,000,000. 


[Telegram to Manufacturers Record.] 
Beaumont, Texas, July 21. 

Announcement was made yesterday by J. G. Holtzclaw, 
vice-president of the Gulf States Utilities Company, that 
construction will begin within two weeks on an addition to 
the present Neches River power plant, which will triple its 
present capacity and serve nine additional Texas counties. 
The new unit will have a capacity of 30,000 kilowatts and 
will be completed in about a year. The estimated cost is not 
announced, but it is understood to be over $4,000,000. The 
announcement was also made by the same official that work 
will begin immediately on the construction of a 60,000-volt 
transmission line from Dayton to Cleveland and Conroe, and 
on 33,000-volt lines from Conroe to Huntsville, Trinity and 
Groveton, and from Huntsville to Navasota, Madison and 
Normangee, all Texas communities. 

BEAUMONT CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

Engineering and construction on the expansion are being 
done by Stone & Webster, Inc., of 
that this station, which is located near Beaumont, is a base 
load station supplying with electricity a network of high- 
transmission lines extending more than 200 miles along the 
Gulf coast. Its present capacity is 27,000 horsepower. 

As detailed in the MANuFractuRERS Recorp of October 28, 
1926, the first unit of the Neches River power plant was com- 
pleted about September 15, 1926, occupying a site of approxi- 
mately 63 acres with a ship channel frontage of 2400 feet.

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Activity in Cotton Spinning for June. 


The Department of Commerce announces that preliminary 
census figures show that 36,875,872 cotton-spinning spindles 
were in place in the United States on June 30, 1927, of which 
32,753,488 were operated at some time during the month, 
compared with 32,906,580 for May and 31,755,874 for June, 
1926. 

The aggregate number of active spindle-hours reported for 
the month was 9,191,907,036. During June the normal time 
of operation was 26 days, compared with 25% for May. 
Based on an activity of 8.78 hours per day the average num- 
ber of spindles operated during June was 40,265,932, or at 
109.2 per cent capacity on a single shift basis. This per- 
centage compares with 109 for May and 88.4 for June, 1926. 
The average number of active spindie-hours per spindle in 
place for the month was 249 for the country as a whole, 
while the South reported 322.

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The Appalachian Scenic Highway.

[Here is a prose poem which breathes the atmosphere of the mountain region in which it is written. 
It tells in graphic style and ‘suggestiveness of the Appalachian Scenic Highway and what it means to the 


country.—Editor Manufacturers Record: ] 

When I first began to grasp the significance of the Appala- 
chian Scenic Highway, which from Quebec skirts the moun- 
tain tops of the Catskills, Adirondacks, Alleghenies and Blue 
Ridge, and rolls on down to New Orleans on the west and 
to Tampa and Miami on the east, the words of the Old Testa- 
ment Prophet came at once to mind: 

“The mountains and the hills shall break forth before you 
into singing, and all the trees of the fields shall clap their 
hands!” 

If, in the little country of Palestine, less than 500 miles in 
length, such inspirational words came te Isaiab, what might 
he have ventured had he traveled in a balloon-tired limousine 
these more than 2000 miles between America’s two oldest 
French cities? 

What would have been the beloved old man’s reactions had 
he passed through such rendezvous sections as the Adiron- 
dacks, the Shenandoah Valley, Suratoga Springs, the Land 
of the Sky and the innumerable Southern coast resorts. 
What words could he have used in looking upon so many of 
nature’s playgrounds, so many historic shrines, so many 
panoramas of scenic and memory-bestirring interests? Surely, 
the expanse and the impelling God-presence of the medley of 


national parks and forests and mountain peaks would have 


awakened emotidns beyond the color of his words: Suratoga, 
Gettysburg, Harpers Ferry, Winchester, Natural Bridge, 
Stone Mountain—the Hebrew language would have fallen 
cown utterly. 

Man has always been going somewhere. He was no sooner 
placed in the Garden of Eden than he started right out of it; 
and he has been passing through Red Seas, climbing Mount 
Sinais, crossing oceans, flying through the air and going down 
toward the center of the earth ever since. He was thirsty and 
made a path to a spring. He was hungry and made a path 
to a wheat field. He desired companionship and made a path 
to his neighbors. His instinct of worship built churches and 
he made a path thereto. Towns sprang up and he made 
wagons to go to and from them. They were muddy, these 
roads, and at times impassable, and we wonder at his pa- 
tience and his /Jaissez faire. 

He noticed a boiling kettle, invented the steam engine, and 
made a track for it. Here were fields of cotton, and the 
world wanted garments; corn and wheat fields, and the world 
wanted food: coal fields, and the world wanted warmth; 
iron and forests, and the world wanted homes. Cuan one 
wonder that railways, thousands of miles of them, came into 


existence almost overnight? Ever since he built railways,

he has had a mania for wheels. He made them weave his 
clothes, grind his food, build his houses and carry him and 
his possessions wherever he wished to go. He found gasoline 
in the earth and of his bicycle made an automobile which 
demanded better roads. ‘ 

As though to rest after their religious and political turmoil 
in Europe, our forefathers settled first about the quiet inlets 
und bays near the shore. But they were continually menaced 
by the Indians, and always troubled and awed by the mighty 
und mysterious Appalachian forest which stood above them 
und spoke its challenge. When finally they made bold to 
pass through, they could follow only the Indian trails which 
had taken the direction of what historians designate «as 
buffalo “traces.” Do you know that cattle, for instance, are 
the best road engineers? 

In response to their urge for bigger and fresher things, our 
forefathers finally made into roads, across these mountains 
and through these forests, four great east-to-west highways. 
Consider for a moment these four trails: 

The first is the Nemacolin Path, 
Washington on his mission to the French in 1754. 
later this path became Braddock’s Trail, and afterwards the

National Road. At present it is the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. 
The Kittanning Path to the Allegheny became Forbes 


Trail in 1758 and later the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The third led out from the Shenandoah Valley through the 
Cumberland Gap to the Falls of the Ohio. Who does not 
know this pathway, which in 1769 became Boone’s Wilderness 
Road, over which the people who settled Kentucky traveled? 


And, lastly, there was the Great Iroquois Trail from 
Albany, N. Y., to Lake Erie. It became the Genesee Road 
and is now the New York Central Railroad. 

These four—the first and most famous overland roads 


from East to West. Can you now quite summon your imagi- 
nation to see these four great east-to-west roadways cut at 
right angles by a north-and-south highway which skims along 
the crest of these same peaks across which our forefathers 
toiled with such passion, pluck and patience? This is the 
Appalachian Scenic Highway!—a scenic 85 per cent hard 
surfaced, motor route from the St. Lawrence to the Gulf—a 
north-and-south highway ‘of wonder from the deeds of Wolfe 
and Montealm to those of Andrew Jackson at New Orleans, 
from the “forest primeval” to Ponce de Leon's Fountain of

Youth. The Plains of Abraham look down upon the orange 
groves of Florida, and motorears spin the distance between 
them! 

Is it nothing to think from ice fields to winters too warm 
for frost: nothing to drop your furs overnight and splash in 
the warm waters of the tropics? Then life is nothing; con- 
trast is nothing, and day and night, up and down, joy and 
sadness, and good and evil are nothing. 

With such a roadway, what is distance? We reckon it no 
more in miles, but in hours. From the tallow dip to the 
electric light it was centuries, but here within less than a 
week we pass over distances more than ten times that from 
Paris to London and farther than that from Spain to Asia 
Minor! 

Four hundred years ago, on the Bay of St. Lawrence, 
Jacques Cartier sailed into a New World estuary 100 miles 
in width. In erecting a cross bearing the insignia of France, 
and naming the river and gulf St. Lawrence, he created a 
new memorial of immortality for that Saint. Twenty years 
previously, and 2500 miles farther south, the Spaniards, with 
a like reverence for commemorating a Saint, founded St. 
Augustine. How intricately is all our history interwoven 
with our national pride! The saints beloved by the French 
and the saints beloved by the Spaniards reach across an 
English-speaking, Protestant America, and we immediately 
think back to religious wars—to the days when the ocean 
was wild and craft were light, but the hearts of heroes 
haughty and unafraid! 

There was another Saint! 
try home in Domremy heard the voices 
raised the siege of Orleans, whipped the English at Patay 
and crowned Charles VII king at Rheims. There is always 
2 pang in our hearts when we recall the cruelty of her 
enemies in burning her alive—a horror by no means calmed 
by the confession they had burned a Saint. This Saint did 
not need the honor, but America needed the spirit of her, the 
yarmth of her courage and the glory of her faith! So, it is 
entrusted to us in the name of the Crescent City, the city of 


A Saint who in her little coun- 
ealling—she who 


New Orleans. 

Strange and goodly, how these three saints come across the 
centuries and thus speak to us! What if they and the bold 
adventurers who named these rivers and gulfs and cities in 
their honor—what if they might come today in actuality as 
they do in memory, and in wonder ride along this highway 
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which so connects and commemorates them! What if Isaiah 
might accompany them, interview them and report their 
feelings and opinions in that literary style of his which 
reaches across the centuries! How valiantly in his story 
would flutter the flags of France and America, the Tri-Color 
and the Stars and Stripes! How eagerly we should read the 
papers which carried it !—the papers of Montreal, Harrisburg 
and Gettysburg, Winchester, Roanoke, Asheville, Birmingham 
and Tampa—the papers of the Provinces of Canada and the 
dozen of our own States through which it runs! Imagine 
the flaming headlines across Isaiah’s full-page story, a story 
carrying somewhat of “Joan of Arc, I hear you calling me,” 
ot a huge pile of fagots in Rouen with a living Saint atop 
of it, and of how Montcalm couldn’t do it, George Washing- 
ton could! And no one can doubt that the old fellow’s story 
would touch also upon the Highway of Life into which all 
American highways built by men of vision eventually enter! 

So this, or leading to it, was the vision of Roscoe Marvel 
of Kenilworth Inn, of Asheville, N. C., the man who not only 
had the vision, but the man who aiso has worked so unceas- 
ingly for permanently improved communication with the West 
and the South and Canada, and who is honored with as many 
medals, blue ribbons and words of praise as “Lindy” is bur- 
dened for his across-the-Atlantic flight! 

And what is plainer? Do you know that the New England 
States contain more than three times as many inhabitants as 
they can feed from their own soil? And, further, do you 
know that for a long while the United States has been lending 
abroad something in the neighborhood of $100,000,000 every 
month? Here’s a North rich in people and money. The 
repudiation of debts, so wrangled over in Europe, naturally 
makes the lending of money across the sea a maiter for one 
to think over. It is, after all is said and done, risky. Lead- 
ing capitalists and manufacturers are saying so. Our Gov- 
ernment is nervous over the matter—always has been. Its 
responsibility to capital and to future “unknown soldiers” is 
a weight under which any number of men might stagger. It 
may mean warships and marines in other countries than 
Nicaragua and China. And it could well mean things very 
much worse! 

Further, of course you know, the fogs and mists which 
pitch their tents along these 2000 miles of roadway inspire 
and ennoble us, but you also know that the South has gifts 
which set well with America’s treasures. A man can be 
sufficiently practical to know all the scientific processes for 
the proper cooking of a beefsteak, but he can as well and 
truly be able to enjoy, as an artist, the beauty of a landscape. 
Certainly, as either an artist or an artisan, he can realize 
that the Appalachian Scenic Highway is not meant simply to 
carry people back and forth from Quebec to New Orleans. 
The motorist of today does not use the same road twice on 
the same trip if there is any way to avoid it. As a great 
trunk line the Appalachian Scenic Highway feeds all the 
thousand and one east-and-west roads, whether. they be in 
Canada, New York, North Carolina or whatever State, and, 
in feeding them, turns Indian paths into highways along 
which all our people will travel. It is thus not only a con- 
venience, it is a developer of travel! 

It may have been in Ralph Waldo Emerson’s time that if 
a man made a superior rat-trap the world made a beaten 
path to his door, but today it is good for rat-trap makers 
themselves to make also the beaten path to insure sooner the 
world’s visit. In addition to rat-traps, the South has an 
abundance of waterfalls where the whirr of the spindle years 
ago began to make melody with the itinerant minister’s 
prayer; the South has a climate in which the weary and 
weak-lunged may breathe easier; it has fruit ripe for the 
gathering; cotton to clothe the world; forests for the build- 
ing of homes; metals and minerals for their furnishing, and 
for the people who inhabit them a fertile soil, navigable 
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rivers and excellent harbors. From these crudely placed 
facts one might begin to see something of the “why” of this 
highway, and how along it there shall speed new tidings! 
First, there was the messenger. You remember the fleet- 
footed Phidippides, who before the battle of Marathon ran 
from Athens to Sparta, a distance of 150 miles, to announce 
the landing of the Persians!

3ut were 
there a highway reaching there, how we'd speed to meet 
them and how many thousand things we’d ask them! 
Those we visit often. Only by such 
contact is born the eternally worth-while things of life— 
such things as honor, truth, beauty, wisdom, friendship.

Your continued commendable articles, editorials and 
interviews on basic needs of the South force recognition 
and an expression of appreciation from this office. I 
consider your analytical powers to be superb and recognize 
in you and the MAaNuracturREeRS Recorp the greatest power 
for good in the South today. 

Your recent championing of four major projects, namely, 
the permanent improvement of the Mississippi, the build- 
ing of a Nicaraguan canal, the construction of the St. 
Lawrence waterway and an all-American canal, from the 
Lakes to New York, is most commendable when consider- 
ation is given the fact that there is a growing congestion 
of railroad terminals, real estate prices which almost pro- 
hibit terminal expansion in the cities, increase in popu- 
lation at the rate of 2,000,000 per year, etc. Those four 
major projects, if augmented by Federal, State and local 
development of incomparable inland waterway possibili- 
ties, as regards both power and commerce, can only result 
in continued prosperity and prestige for this great land of 
ours and particularly for the New South, which is just 
now awakening to its potentialities. 

We, down here on the tip of the Peninsular State, 
possess incomparable possibilities for expansion and devel- 
opment, provided attention is paid to the needs of the 
country at large and particularly to her water commerce 
and power possibilities. Our proximity to Latin America 
and approximately 85 per cent of our Nation’s population, 
not only by rail, but also by water. if your four major 
projects receive proper and logical attention, creates for 
us a situation most desirable. 

Another basic need for the new South, and one that has 
become an absolute necessity, has been stressed in the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp of July 14. I refer to the need 
fcr tariff protection. It is interesting to note, and indic- 
ative of foresight, that traditional Southern Democracy 
has begun to see that tariff protection, if the South is to 
continue to develop and prosper, must be divorced from 
polities. Tariff production, today, is an economic issue and 
its importance can be computed in dollars and cents. 

Not only must protection be secured for talc, kaolin, 
potash, cement and innumerable other products of Southern 
origin, but also it is imperative that protection be secured 
if the South’s winter vegetable industry is to exist. This 
is a strong statement, but I firmly believe it to be true 
that the time is not long off when South Florida farmers 
will not be justified in cultivating their land if there is no 
protection against foreign competition. A movement is 
on down here at the present time to acquaint the growers 
and business men with conditions and the reasons for 
recent agricultural disasters, resulting from vegetable price 
fluctuations. 

So, again, allow me to commend you for your ability to 
analyze the situation and your fearless method of advocat- 
ing action. I firmly believe that waterway development is 
of great importance, but I also believe that the greatest 
immediate need is protection to innumerable Southern 
industries.

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Olives and Grapes Offer Great Possibilities for the 
South As Shown by Their Culture in Spain.

Every country excels naturally in some kinds of fruit. 
Spain produces the best grapes in the world. Her figs are 
equalled only by those grown along the foothills of the 
Sierras in California. Her olives are famous for excellence, 
but do not surpass: those of our West Coast. However, olive 
culture in Spain has developed to a point that our agronomists 
seem not to have grasped. We commonly irrigate olives, 
whereas in Spain only the poorest olives are produced in 
that manner. Moreover, olives in Spain are essentially cul- 
tivated on the hills, above the reach of irrigation. They 
depend upon deep penetration of the roots to obtain the 
moisture necessary for the growth of young shoots, on which 
enly the fruit is borne. Therefore, the old trunks are of 
special value. Once firmly established the tree will yield 
fruit economically for 50 years or more. Trees that are 
supposed to be hundreds of years old are common. 

Severe pruning is essential to large crops, and the well 
developed plantation presents a curious appearance, with 
stalwart gnarled trunks surmounted by crowns of small 
limbs and tender branchlets. The young trees are cultivated 
in nurseries until the trunk is about*one inch in diameter. 
Then they are pruned back severely, leaving a height of 
about three feet above the ground. While not always done, 
it is nevertheless usual to bank up the earth around the 
young tree to within a foot of the top, plastering the outside 
of the cone with fat puddled clay tempered with sand, which 
sets hard, placing about midway a tube of fired clay into 
which small amounts of water may be poured. In this way 
driving through the plantation with a water-cart and a hose, 
the insignificant amount of water required to insure the “set” 
of the young transplanted tree can be delivered to it. This 
is necessary only for one season. After that the tree finds 
its own water by rooting deeply. The cone of earth serves 
also to protect the tree from excessive cold during its first 
winter in the open, and to modify the heat of the ensuing 
summer. By that time the cone will have collapsed. 

The Spaniard gives careful consideration to the character 
of the soil for olives, as for all the fruits in which he is 
specially experienced. The olive does best on red soils always. 
The fruit is infinitely superior to that raised on soils rich in 
lime. White soils are avoided as far as possible, and the 
bottom lands, rich in humus, are deemed undesirable. Per- 
haps this is largely because of the moisture. The olive craves 
very little water. It is a deep-rooting tree, and in this way 
it secures sufficient. Stony hills are utilized, and are said to 
offer advantages over deep loamy soils. 

The olive extends practically all over Spain; from the 
Mediterranean to the Pyrenees, a distance of 500 miles, and 
embracing wide variations in climate. Varieties of olives 
adapted to these climatic conditions have been thoroughly 
stabilized, and very seldom do losses occur from excessive 
cold. It is common in this country to think of Spain as a 
warm southern country, a tradition derived from the Eng- 
lishman, who finds in Spain so great a contrast to the inhos- 
pitable climate to which he is accustomed that he has given 
it a reputation that the Spaniards know perfectly well it does 
not deserve. Perhaps the tradition has gained strength in 
this country because the Spanish Americans occupy largely 
the warmer parts of both North and South America. Uncon- 
sciously we associate the Spaniard and the Spanish American 
with the tropics or the near-tropics. 

How erroneous this is anyone who has passed a winter in 
Spain will testify. Only a small fringe close down to the 


sea, from Malaga on the south around the Mediterranean 
coast to Valencia and a little beyond, is suitable for oranges. 
Only at one small spot, the famous Elche, in Murcia, on the 
southeast coast, does the date palm thrive. It is in reality 
a “spot,” a veritable climatic oasis. In this fringe by the 
sea are produced most of the figs, all of the oranges, the 
almonds and apricots of the Peninsula. All round this 
Peninsula, with the exception of the deep indentation of the 
low-lying valley of the Guadalquivir, from San Liicar de 
Barrameda past Sevilla to Cérdoba, the mountains spring 
suddenly to very considerable altitudes, and enclose great 
elevated plains. Being opposite our coast from Massachusetts 
to Virginia, it is comprehensible why these altitudes from | 
2000 to 4000 feet give to the country a temperate climate, not . 
in summer and very cold in winter. Temperatures of 4 to 15 
Gegrees Fahrenheit are common, and the average at Madrid 
is about 45 degrees during the winter season. Burgos is 
much colder. Likewise the plains of Teruel are severely 
cold, and even at Granada the winter is long and hard. 

Stretching across the interior plains are great ranges of 
lofty mountains, covered with usually until late in 
April. In the valleys through the sierras are rich soils, with 
abundance of moisture throughout the summer, offering con- 
ditions favorable for peaches and plums, and in many parts 
for apples. Guadalajara has been trying to make a reputa- 
tion with choice apples, and has succeeded in developing fine 
looking fruit, but lacking in those qualities demanded in 
American markets. They are not juicy, by our standards, 
nor crisp, nor highly flavored. This cannot be due to the soil 
or climate. It must mean only that so far they have not 
succeeded in adaptation of the apple to their conditions. 
Having produced the good looking fruit, they surely will 
sclve the rest of the problem. With the high country in the 
Guadarramas, the Credos and the mountains of Guadalajara, 
an dthe naturally favorable country in the north, Guiptizeoa, 
Viscaya and Asturias farther west, Spain should become a 
dominant apple-growing region and supply a great part of 
Europe. 

Likewise, the mountainous interior north and east of Mad- 
rid, is beginning to produce peaches, but of poor quality as 
compared with Delaware, Maryland and Georgia. However. 
in appearance they rival the wonderfully beautiful fruit of 
California, though far inferior in flavor. Freestone peaches 
are seldom seen, and these are very poor according to the 
conception of the American, spoiled as he has become with 
superlative excellence in fruits. The best Spanish peaches 
are clings, large, showy, but tough. They are quite useless 
for eating raw, but are excellent when stewed. What Spain 
must learn from us, as she will in time, is how to produce 
large juicy freestone peaches. When she does learn this she 
will be able to ship throughout Europe and bring yearly some 
hundreds of millions of dollars of foreign money into the 
country. 

Spain is par excellence the California of Europe, with 
equal possibilities for reaping a harvest from advanced horti- 
culture. In Spain, it may be repeated, exist all the conditions 
of climate to be found from San Diego to Seattle. Her hor- 
ticultural department has been maintaining laboratories and 
experiment stations in several parts of Europe, for the pur- 
pose of learning ways of improvement of her agriculture and 
fruit growing. What Spain should investigate is the system 
of horticulture that has been developed on the West Coast of 
the United States, where the art has been carried to a higher

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degree than in any other part of the world. She should 
establish a bureau for investigation, study and training 


there, in order to carry back a knowledge of how to build up 
that industry at home, which would yield more to her pros- 
perity than any other industry. To seek such information 
in European countries is of less value, since Spain already 
leads in knowledge of the fruits that the Europeans best 
know how to cultivate.

Her grape industry is an excellent example. It 
might be that Spain could learn a few things from us 
grape culture, but it is quite certain that we have a 
deal more to learn from her. It merits repetition that Spain 
actually does produce the best grapes in the world. Enor- 
mous areas are devoted to the industry. It extends from the 
Straits of Gibraltar on the south to the high Pyrenees on 
the north. Everyone is familiar with the Malaga grapes 
packed in granulated cork in neat little kegs. They used to 
he more common than today. California, with her vastly 
inferior “MAlagas” has largely driven out the fine grapes 
from the province that gave them its name. Likewise the 
raisins produced from these grapes in M&laga possess a rich- 
ness and flavor unknown to those who have eaten only Cali- 
fornia It may be said that 
neither the Californian nor the horticulturist of any other 
State has learned how to raise grapes to secure equal results 
with the Spaniard. To be sure, climate has something to do 
with it. Also, the persistence in methods winnowed by cen- 
turies of experience, and the devotion to this work of the 
people, reared alongside the vineyards, living with granes 
all their lives, has even more to do with it. They give the 
minute personal attention that each grapevine needs. They 
do the patient coddling, to which the grape responds. Occa- 
sional labor at $4 to $6 per day by inexperienced men, cannot 
replace these Spanish conditions of devotion to the details of

A few very elementary points insisted upon by the Spanish 
viticulturist may suggest possibilities to American horticul- 
turists unfamiliar with Spain. These points are practically 
axomatic. Black and red soils are warmer and produce better 
crapes, but low situations, even with red or black soil. are 
undesirable because “the grape shrinks from permanentiy 
damp soils.” The grape roots deep after water. That gives 
vitality and strength to the stalk. It desires coolness, and 
yet exposure to sufficient sun. Without the sun it will not 
fruit well, and hence every effort must be made to give the 
sunlight access to the plant. In a temperate climate the 
vineyard is given an exposure to the East or the Southeast. 
Only in cold climates should the southern exposure be 
adopted. If the country is very warm then, and then only, 
employ the northern slope. It is also important to consider 
the direction of the prevailing winds, and to shield the vine- 
yard from either dry hot winds or from northern and north- 
western winds. 

Level ground is unsuitable except where there are wide 
expanses of plain. In that case, if the plain slopes toward 
the south, it is undesirable. A slope to the west is best. 
Fruit of the higher quality is invariably raised on steeply 
sloping ground. The steeper the hillside the better will the 
grapes be. Soil with broken stone, what we would call 
“rocky land,” is deemed superior. The best type is a red 
gravelly soil on steeply sloping hills. That makes one reflec 
upon possibilities in the Carolinas and Georgia, where feebie 
returns, that cannot be economic, are obtained from a futile 
effort to raise corn and cotton on hills of the kind that pro- 
duce the best grapes in Spain. The Spaniard shrinks from 
lime soils. He avers that fragments of limestone in the soil 
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are not injurious, but where the soil is distinctly “limey,” 
finely comminuted, or existing in the form of lime carbonate 
recognizable only by acid tests, he passes on. 

The Spaniard cultivates his vineyards to a greater degree 
than is usual in this country, and he is experienced in the 
use of fertilizers. Large quantities of superphosphate are 
used, and other fertilizers as needed. The phosphate is said 
to augment the size of the crop and the secretion of sugar. 
Organic fertilizers are applied in the autumn. Soluble fer- 
tilizers are used just before the spring cultivation. Fertil- 
izers are distributed in rows fairly close to the roots, leaving a 
space down the middle between the rows without any applica- 
tion. At the end of winter the first plowing takes place, the 
object held in view being a thorough aeration of the soil. A 
rain after flowering in the spring is cause for general thanks- 
giving. It will ensure a good crop. If it turns dry, then the 
Spanish vineyardist adopts the “dry-farming’” method of 
stirring the soil, after flowering to bring moisture to the 
surface. After harvesting the crop comes the autumn plow- 
ing, which includes ridging of the earth against the roots to 
protect them during the winter. The Spaniard prunes 
severely, and only in cooler situations resorts to any form of 


arbor. 

The entire South is suitable for the production of both 
olives and grapes. The early French settlers, pushing up 
into Alabama, planted olives that still flourish, but are 
regarded as curiosities. They should become a great staple 
crop for food, for oil for the table, and for soap, and finally 
the remnants of seed and pulp are excellent for fertilizer. 
The olive will grow on what now are the waste spaces of the 
South, the rocky hillsides. The same may be said of grapes. 
They are adapted to the lands that now are nearly useless 
throughout the South. 

The grape flourishes best without water. Only the spring 
rains are needed to set the new plants in the vineyard. The 
Spaniard never irrigates grapes: it makes them inferior in 
iavor and poor in sugar. In these two plants, intelligently 
cultivated, lie possibilities for hundreds of millions of dollars 
ef revenue to the South when it gets its orchards and vine- 
yards established. A little closer relationship between the 
horticulturists of Spain and the United States would yield 
good returns to both countries. Each has something to teach 
the other. 





$1,000,000 Paper Bag Factory for Louisiana. 


Ground will soon be broken, it is said, for a $1,000,000 
paper bag factory at Bastrop, La., which will probably be 
the largest of its kind in the world, the plant to be erected 
by the Southern-International Paper Company of Bastrop, 
for the Republic Paper Products Corporation of Richmond, 
Va. The latter advises that the proposed plant will be erected 
under the supervision of R. J. Cullen, president of the South- 
ern International Paper Company. and that the plant build- 
ing will be 400 by 100 feet, of brick and steel construction.

Company, from which it expecis to get its raw material. It 
is expected to be completed by the end of the year.

An outline of improvements for New Orleaas uider way 
or definitely proposed for the next several years has been 
prepared by the New Orleans Association of Commerce, 
which estimates the cost at $286,187,907. These figures do not 
include the cost of residences, which will involve many mil- 
lions of dollars, nor do they take into account additional 
millions now being expended in the development of the Gulf 
Coast. 

It is estimated that public utilities improvements alone will 
involve an expenditure of approximately $70,000,000, the 
major item of which will be the expansion of power, gas and 
transportation facilities within the next 10 years to cost 
$55,000,000, while telephone improvements are estimated to 
cost more than $10,000,000 within the next five years and the 
enlargement of the Market street power plant, to be com- 
pleted within a few weeks, will have cost in excess of $4,000.- 
000. Bridge construction, estimated to cost more than $30,- 
000,000, will include a $15,000,000 structure across the Mis- 
sissippi River to be built by the New Orleans Public Belt 
Railroad Commission; a $10,000,000 toll bridge across the 
Mississippi, for which application has been made to the 
State Highway Commission; $5,500,000 bridge across Lake 
Pontchartrain to be completed early next year; $2,000,000 
bridge across Chef Menteur and. Rigolets passes, and $131,- 
000 for two Claiborne avenue bridges in New Orleans. The 
cost of proposed drainage facilities is estimated at more than 
$50,000,000, including $27,000,000 for New Orleans lake shore 
development ; $20,000,000 for the expansion of sewerage and 
drainage in Orleans parish; $2,500,000 for drainage in St. 
Charles parish, and $2,000,000 in Jefferson parish.

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Georgia Must Find Better Ways to Market 
Peaches. 

Courtenay De Kalb, writing from New York, in a personal 
letter touching on the high price at which Georgia peaches 
are selling in that market, has the following to say: 

“The announcement carried in the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
recently that the Southern peach industry is threatened with 
overproduction reveals a difficulty in quite another quarter. 
The peach industry is suffering from improper market 
approach to the consumer rather than from overproduction. 
The city of New York, for example, is eagerly awaiting 
peaches at a price that will admit of a reasonable consump- 
tion. 

“For example, we are informed that in the stores on that 
borderline between mere respectability and the comparative 
indigence which Third avenue around 23d street represents, 
during the week ending July 16 average good Georgia peaches, 
more or less sound and free from deep bruises, were selling 
regularly at 75 cents a dozen. At the stores uptown, serving 
the more aristocratic neighborhoods, the choice ‘selects’ were 
selling for 10 to 15 cents each. No Georgia peaches were 
offered at lower prices, except those so badly bruised that 
their keeping qualities had been destroyed. This has been 
the state of the market, so far as the retail purchaser is con- 
cerned, since Georgia peaches began to arrive in any quantity 
in the New York market. 

“We imagine that the Georgia peach grower would be well 
satisfied with a quarter of that amount, which is an average 
of a little over one and a half cents a peach. It would seem 
that three times that sum should serve amply to cover trans- 
portation and the profits of middlemen. Even at the figure 
of four and a half cents the public would be able to buy its 
peaches at 27 per cent less than at present and, as the great 
consuming public is the part of the public that cannot afford 
costly provisions, the demand at such a reduction would 
certainly absorb enough more peaches so that the Southern 
grower would feel no temptation to destroy his orchards to 
reduce ‘overproduction.’ The Northern cities are clamoring 
for Southern fruit. but the Southerner has not blazed a suc- 
cessful trail to market. 

“It is all a matter of organization, and if a lesson were 
taken from the methods that have been developed to deliver 
the fruit of California to the East and were applied to the 
South there would be no diffieulty about supplying an 
immensely greater quantity. The market is there. All that 
is needed is a practical method of reaching it.” 


Steamship Line From Norfolk to Mexico. 

A special cablegram from Mexico City to the New York

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Foundry Building Completed in St. Louis. 


The new foundry building at De Kalb and Potomac streets, 
St. Louis, for the Medart Company of that city, bas been 
completed at a cost of approximately $200,000. The J. H. 
Wise Construction Company of St. Louis, general contractor 
for the plant, advises that it is entirely fireproof and embodies 
new and modern arrangements. It is 312 by 146 feet, with 
a charging floor for the cupola 18 feet above grade, 60 by 60 
feet, designed for a maximum load of 350,000 pounds and 
having a storage capacity for three cars of pig-iron and two 
cars of coke, the coke bins being located on either side of 
the cupola. 

Materials are delivered by a five-ton crane from cars or 
storage yards direct to the charging floor or cupola. The 
main floor is equipped with two 10-ton cranes working on 
each side of the cupola, which is located in the center of the 
building, while monorail carriage throughout facilitates 
handling of the light ladles. The flask yard has also been 
equipped with a five-ton crane and six new core ovens are a 
part of the improvements.

Citizens Everglades Committee Organized at 
Baltimore Conference.

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An Important Ruling of Federal Reserve Board 
on Branch Banking.

Washington, July 23. 
Adopting the very narrowest interpretation, the Federal 
Reserve Board has just ruled that the new McFadden Bank- 
ing Act restricts branch banking in the reserve system to 
the corporate limits of the city in which the parent bank is 
located. 


The ruling was the first made by the board under the Act 
and the question involved was met squarely. The members 
were unanimous in their approval of the ruling. 


Following its usual custom, the board promulgated no rul- 
ings under the Act until an actual case was presented. As 
might have been expected, the first case involved interpreta- 
tion of section 9 of the Federal Reserve Act as amended by 
the McFadden Act which provides that “no such State bank 
may retain or acquire stock in a Federal Reserve bank 
except upon relinquishment of any branch or branches estab- 
lished after the date of approval of this Act beyond the 
limits of the city, town or village in which the parent bank 
is situated.” 

The whole case turned on the point whether the word 
“limits” as used in the section was intended to mean the 
“corporate limits” of a city or whether it was intended to 
mean a less definite area; namely, the city and contiguous 
area. Thus the board had before it the very question which 
precipitated a bitter fight in Congress and which nearly 
resulted in the bill failing of passage. 

It will be recalled that as the bill first passed the House 
the words “corporate limits’ were used instead of mereiy 
“limits.” In the Senate, however, the word “corporate” was 
eliminated entirely and an amendment was tacked on per- 
mitting the Federal Reserve Board to define the limits of the 
municipality in such a way as to include the territory of a 
city, town or village, the corporate limits of which coincide at 
some point with the corporate limits of the city, town or 
village in which the parent bank is situated. 


There was a definite division between the House and 
Senate conferees on the question. The Senate Committee 
favored permitting national banks to establish branches in 
both the home city and also in incorporated suburbs when 
the boundary lines of such contiguous places touched the 
city line. The House representatives stuck by the proviso 
limiting the area to the corporate limits. Later the House 
took the bill out of the hands of the conferees and passed it, 
accepting some Senate amendments and rejecting others. One 
of the amendments rejected was the provision giving national 
banks power to establish branches in territory -adjoining 
metropolitan districts. 


Apparently there was a slip in the proceeding, for in the 
bill as passed by the House the word “corporate” was not 
inserted before the word “limits.” This omission created an 
ambiguity which was foreseen by some as a loophole through 
which sentiment of the Senate in respect to branches in con- 
tiguous territory could be carried out. 

A great deal of speculation was rife over the interpretation 
of the section, and since branch banks may be established 
only with the approval of the Comptroller of the Currency, 
it was thought that it would be that official who would first 
be compelled te construe the meaning of the section. 

As it happened, however, the question came before the 
beard first. So far the Comptroller has not made a ruling 
affecting the section, but it is believed he will approve the 
decision of the board, for to rule otherwise would create 


endless confusion. Furthermore, the fact that the board's 
approval was unanimous and that the Comptroller is an 
ex-officio member of the board may be significant. 

Commenting upon the ruling, D. R. Crissinger, Governor 
of the Federal Reserve Board, said the board adopted the 
only expedient interpretation. It was clear to the members, 
he said, that the ruling gives to the Act the true intention of 
Congress. 

The omission of the word “corporate” cannot be taken as 
an indication that Congress intended that branches might be 
located outside the corporate limits of the city of the home 
office, because the effect the omission would otherwise have is 
neutralized by the omission of the provision authorizing the 
I’ederal Reserve Board to include contiguous territory in the 
limits of a city. The fact that this latter provision was 
stricken out indicates an intention te restrict branches to the 
corporate limits of the city of the parent bank. The board 
took the view that the legislative history of the bill supports 
the impression that “limits” means “corporate limits.” The 
contrary view was regarded as entirely untenable. 

In support of the ruling, the board cited the national bank 
Act which makes the population of the “place” in which the 
bank is located the basis for determining the amount of cap- 
ital required of national banks and the interpretation of the 
Comptroller of the Currency and a former decision of the 
board itself to the effect that “place” means the corporate 
limits of the city in which the bank is located. Then, too, it 
had before it the decision of the Attorney General rendered 
June 6, 1913, which construes the meaning of the word 
“place” as used in the national bank Act with reference to 
capitalization as meaning “a corporate or quasi-corporate body 
organized for the purpose of local government in a defined 
territory.” 

The new ruling of the board is a complete change in policy. 
Under Regulation H, promulgated in August, 1924, the board 
announced the general principle in passing upon applications 
by State banks and trust companies for permission to es- 
tablish branches, agencies or additional that such 
branches would be restricted “to the city of location of the 
parent bank and the territorial area within the State con- 
tiguous thereto, as said territory has been defined in the 
board’s resolution of November 7, 1923.” In the resolution 
referred to the term “contiguous territory” is defined to mean 
“the territory of a city or town whose corporate limits at 
seme point coincide with the corporate limits of the city or 
town in which the parent bank is located.” It was this 
idea the Senate wished to incorporate in the McFadden Act.

With this early decision before it and coupled with the 
heated controversy over the limitation of branch-banking 
area, the board’s ruling is one of the most important rendered 
in many months. It undoubtedly comes as a blow to advo- 
cates of the Senate amendment, who supposed that the omis- 
sion of the word “corporate” from section 9 might constitute 
a loophole through which their purposes could be obtained 
if the board were to give the Act a broad and liberal inter- 
pretation .

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Interesting Textile Tariff and Financial News 
From India. 


fExtracts from Monthly Review of Barclay’s Bank, London,} 

An event of considerable importance during the month 
Was the issue of the Report of the Indian Tariff Board on the 
Cotton Textile Industry, together with the announcement of 
the decisions of the Government of India in regard to certain 
of the main recommendations. The Board, after pointing 
out that the depression in the industry in India was more 
severely felt in Bombay than in other parts of the country, 
expressed the view that competition from the United King- 
dom was not a contributing catse of the depression, but that 
one of the main influences affecting the Indian producers 
was the severe price-cutting from Japan, both in yarn and 
piece goods. In so far as this competition was assisted by 
inferior labor conditions in the latter country, the Board 
considered that a claim to protection had been established, 
but their recommendations for meeting the situation were 
not unanimous and, for the most part, were unacceptable to 
ine Government of India. 

The majority of the members were in favor of a subsidy 
ito the cotton industry in the form of a bounty on certain 
counts of yarn, and in order to provide funds for this bounty 
und with affording 
additional protection, an increase in the duty from 11 per 
cent to 15 per cent on all cotton piece goods entering India 
was also recommended for a period of three years. The 
chairman of the Board, however, held that a bounty on yarn 
was unnecessary, and instead of a general increase in the 
duty on piece goods, he recommended, for a period of three 
vears, an additional duty of 4 per cent on all cotton manu- 
factures, including yarns imported from Japan. The Govern- 
ment of India decided not to accept any of these recommenda- 
tions. The granting of a subsidy in respect of certain counts 
of yarn would tend to give the up-country mills a still greater 
advantage over those in Bombay, while an increase in the 
general tariff on piece goods would raise prices to the In- 
dian consumer. The Government agreed with the chairman 
of the Board that a long-established industry, sueh as the 
cotton textile industry in Bombay, should need no stimulus 
at the cost of the general taxpayer. The suggested increase 
in duty on imports of cotton yarns and manufactures from 
Japan would tend to decrease the exports of Indian goods 
to that country, and it should not be forgotten that exports 
India to Japan considerably exceed the exports from

Japan to India. 

The Government accepted the unanimous recommendation 
of the Board that the import duty on cotton textile machinery 
and on certain stores used by the mills should be remitted, 


and they will introduce the necessary legislation in the 
nvutumn session of the Indian Legislature. In fact, as the 


Government are unwilling to make differentiations by allow- 
ing one industry to import free of duty articles on which 
other industries have to pay duty, they have decided that the 
remission of duty shall extend to all machinery and com- 
ponent parts, as defined in items Nos. 51, 51A and 51B of 
the Import Tariff Schedule—a decision which should be of 
material benefit to India’s industrial development and also 
tu British machinery manufacturers. Certain other recom- 
mendations of the Board are under Government considera- 
tion. The fact that no increase in the duty on cotton manu- 
fuctures imported into India is likely to take place in the 
near future was welcomed in Lancashire, where previously 
some apprehension had been expressed regarding the prob- 


able findings of the Tariff Board. It is of interest to note 
that the total value of imports of cotton textile machinery 
into India in the year 1926-27 amounted to 170 lakhs of 


rupees, of which 162 lakhs were imported from the United 

Kingdom, while the total imports of machinery and millwork 

tetaled 13,63 lakhs, of which 10,66 lakhs were British. 
Considerable success has recently attended the Govern- 
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ment scheme for obtaining its sterling requirements in India 
by public tender.. Official figures show that from April 1 
to June 25, 1927, total remittances from the Government of 
India to the Secretary of State in London amounted to 
£9,276,000, and of this figure £5,574,000 consisted of trans- 
fers from the Paper Currency Reserve in England, while 
£3,702,000 represented purchases of sterling in India, the 
greater part of the latter being acquired under the tender 
system. In the early days of the scheme, the rejection of 
all tenders was adversely criticised and uncertainty was felt 
us to the advantages of the new system, but the policy adopted 
appears to have been justified by the results and has, no 
doubt, been assisted by the savings effected in brokerage 
when purchasing under the new method. 

The Government Bill to establish a Gold Standard and a 
Reserve Bank in India is meeting with considerable opposi- 
tion in certain quarters, and the Joint Committee of the 
Central Legislature, which is considering the proposals, has 
adjourned until about the middle of July. Criticism has 
been particularly directed against the proposed capital or- 
ganization of the Bank. The joint Committee, contrary to 
the findings of the Royal Commission, is not in favor of a 
scheme for a bank with share capital, and has substituted a 
proposal for a State Bank without share capital. An essen- 
tial part of most currency organizations since the war has 
been the formation of an independent Central Bank, entirely 
free from Government control, and the action of the majority 
of the Joint Committee in India in favoring a State Bank 
without capital does not harmonize with this principle, which 
has received the support of many of the most eminent 


authorities. Opposition to certain of the proposals has also 
emanated from the Exchange Banks operating in India. 
:ney have protested against the preferential treatment 


which it is proposed to accord in certain respects to the Im- 
perial Bank of India, and they are also desirous of some 
modification in the provision dealing with the maintenance 
by the bank of minimum balances with the Reserve Bank.

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Water Transportation and Its Importance to the 
Country.

Washington, July 235. 

A most optimistic view of the future of transportation on 
America’s inland waterways and of the benefits to the general 
public of increased freight traffic on the rivers is contained 
in the annual report of the Inland Waterways Corporation 
for the 1926 fiscal year just made public by Maj. Gen. T. Q. 
Ashburn, chairman of the board. Experiments being made 
by the corporation in developing traflic on the lower Missis- 
sippi and the Warrior rivers are pointed to as showing the 
way for great growth of water carriers, and the inference is 
that when the Government has experimented and opened the 
way, private enterprises will step in and earry the program 
through to its logical development, just as the Postoffice 
Ibepartment has turned the air mail lines over to private 
firms now that they have been well established. 

“The Inland Waterways Corporation,” says General Ash- 
burn, “is a great holding company, the stockholders of which 
are all the citizens of the United States, operating various 
subsidiary lines of towboats, barges and terminal facilities 
known as the upper Mississippi division, the Mississippi- 
Warrior service—composed of the lower Mississippi division 
and the Warrior River division—and the Warrior River 
Terminal Company.” He reviews the decline in water trans- 
portation in this country in the last century, attributing this 
to competition from the railroads which often carried goods 
ut great losses in order to compete with parallel water lines. 
Congress has now, however, announced its policy “to promote, 
encourage and develop waterway transportation and to foster 
and preserve in full vigor both rail and water transporta- 
tion.” The Interstate Commerce Commission, according to 
General Ashburn, interpreted this policy as notifying the 
railroads that they must not use their former cut-throat com- 
petition methods against inland waterways, and he says that 
some railroad executives have come to realize that fighting 
water transportation now is fighting the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

In spite of the lack of water transport, Congress continued 
spending millions of dollars on improvements to navigable 
streams, but it was evident that waterway transportation 
would not come back of itself and that if the Government 
was to get any returns for its investment in the rivers it 
would have to pndertake the revival of water transportation, 
in the view of General Ashburn, whose report goes on to say: 

“Plainly the old methods of utilizing our navigable streams 
by private or contract carriers was a failure Some new 
method must be devised; some new principles established. 
It was imperative that the public should be informed that 
it was vitally interested in the solution of this problem, 
whether we, as a people, were right or wrong in spending 
colossal sums in a vain hope that did not materialize—i. e., 
the hope that given navigable streams transportation facili- 
ties would spring into existence overnight and could operate 
successfully. 

“Therefore, this agency created by Congress, acting with 
the full advice and backing of its responsible head, the Secre- 
tary of War, began a campaign of public education to bring 
home to the people of the United States their vital interest 
in this project. It first enunciated three principles upon 
which it based its hopes of interesting the people at large. 
They were as follows: 

“1. There is not enough tftansportation presently available 
to meet the expanding needs of our commerce, and it will 
cost the railroads a billion dollars a year for 10 years to put 


them in a condition to meet the needs 10 years hence, which 
will practically be double the needs of today. 

“2. Water-transportation facilities ‘re presently 
able, are inherently cheaper than any other form, and if 
utilized in connection with rail and highway transportation 
there will result a net saving to the public and a living rev- 
enue to the participating carriers. 

“3. Inasmuch as everyone in the United States has been 
taxed to create these navigable streams, there should be 
reflected to every consignee or consignor of freight in the 
United States some of the savings inherent in water trans- 


avail- 


portation, 


“The Inland Waterways Corporation was created by Con- 
gress in 1924 to take over the barge lines that had been 
operated by the War Department, and a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the service was effected in August, 1924. The average 
loss per year up to this time was $973.305 per annum. 

“with four months’ operation under the reorganization 
this loss dropped to $532,610.42. The first full year’s opera- 
tion reduced this loss to $34,519.39, and the second full year 
saw the swing into the substantial profit of $219,511.96. 
Iivery expense connected with the operations is included. in 
these figures. The present annual depreciation amounts to 
about $348,000 per annum. 

“The total expenses of operating the Washington office, 
including per diem and traveling expenses of the advisory 
board and general officers amounted to but $37,038.26, so 
that the corporation actually received in cash from opera- 
tions—including depreciation reserve—$544,059.51 in excess 
of the actual money cost of operations. With this, and money 
coming in from interest and part payment on outstanding 
notes, ete., the corporation built and paid for 10 new steel 
barges, capacity of 2000 tons each. 

“Those who are naturally, through their vocations, seeking 
to discredit this showing, at once proclaim loudly that this 
would not pay interest on the investment, or taxes, and 
proceed to charge against this demonstrating agency the 
original cost of making rivers navigable, their upkeep and 
everything else of which they can think. 

“It seems to me that this is a most illogical argument. To 
start with, Congress has created these navigable streams, 
made them toll free, in order to develop a cheap form of 
transportation. Whether or not this organization functions, 
the money has been spent, and will continue to be spent. 
I cannot concede that the vessels plying upon these navigable 
streams should be taxed at all for such use; in fact, investi- 
gation has failed to develop any such vessel that is taxed. 
Even the New York State Canal, constructed by the people 
of New York alone, is forever toll free. 

“The whole theory upon which Congress has proceeded for 
a hundred years was that these streams, being made navigable 
by taxation of all the people, should be free to be operated 
upon by any and all of our people, and an effort to raise the 
freight rates by taxing the facilities that are put upon these 
streams defeats the very object sought by Congress—cheap 
transportation. 

“There is scarcely any limit to the value to the general 
public of co-ordinated rail and water transportation. In the 
light of the examples of savings to the public, do the stock- 
holders of the Inland Waterways Corporation, the people of 
the United States, want the corporation to return to the 
United States Treasury an interest charge on money spent 
for river improvements which would average about one cent 
apiece per year, or do they want what they paid hundreds of 
millions of dollars to get, cheap transportation; a form of 
transportation which will aid in the development and market- 
ing of their resources, lead to the establishment of manufac- 
tories, and build up those portions of our country that now 
are striving for their place in the sun of our general pros- 
perity ? 

“There can be no question that the latter is the desire of 
the public, and to accomplish this end this corporation has 
proceeded to build up a great common carrier of national 
importance which, in the not distant future, may, at the will 
of Congress, be transferred to private enterprise.”

tunities at hand. A few years ago the Dallas Technical Club 
proposed a co-operative plan of technical training similar to 
that originated 14 years ago in Cincinnati, and since so 
widely adopted. 

The Southern Methodist University was not slow to accept 
the suggestion. Originally it was intended that 60 young 
men should be admitted to the course, but the demand proved 
so great that more than twice that number were enrolled in 
the first class in the fall of 1925. There are two students for 
each industrial job. They exchange places every four weeks. 
One goes to the university, while the other reaps wages and 
experience. The course is of five years’ duration, 11144 months 
of the year. There is a vacation of two weeks, during the 
summer and another of a week at Christmastide, both being 
taken from school time in order that there will always be a 
student on every co-operative position in the industries. 

With Texas and the Southwest looming industrially, it is

significant that many of the largest industrial concerns have 
eagerly endorsed the co-operative idea of engineering educa- 
tion, and are expecting it to be an important factor in the 
development era at hand. Among those prominent in organ- 
izing the school of engineering, and representative of the type 
of backing it receives, are E. L. Myers and E. N. Myers of 


Sullivan Machinery Com- 
pany; J. B. Thomas, chief engineer of the Texas Power and 
Light Company; G. B. Straughn, valuation engineer of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. 

Explaining this system of training, Director E. H. Flath 
says: 

“The school of engineering was established by the Doard of 
trustees of the Southern Methodist University as a result of

requests coming from the Technical Club of Dallas and from 
the North Texas chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. It adopted the co-operative plan of education, which 
was originated by Dean Herman Schneider at the University 
of Cincinnati in 1906. The student body is divided into two 
sections. Section A is in the classroom, while Section B is 
in the employment of some industry. At the end of every 
four weeks these sections change places, Section A going to 
the industrial work, while Section B takes its place in the 
classroom.” 

Employers report regularly to the university, rating the 
student on interest in work, application, ability to learn, con- 
fidence, accuracy, speed, reliability, initiative, judgment, con- 
duct, ete. A square peg cannot for long remain in a round 
hole. The school had a wide appeal from the start, drawing 
students from Texas, Louisiana, Arkansas, California, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and New Mexico. 

Where will the pupils go following graduation? 

“A large majority of the students who graduate from this 
school are expected to remain with the firms who now employ 
them as co-operative students,” says Director Flath. “These 
firms are located chiefly within a 300-mile radius of Dallas. 
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Results of the co-operative plan in other schools show that 
after a student has worked with a company for the five years 
of his school career he is almost certain to remain with this 
firm after graduation. : 

“The effect of this type of education will become apparent 
as soon as the graduates begin to fill places in Texas indus- 
iries which were formerly filled by the graduates of the 
standard four-year type of school. Since most of the students 
will stay here in the Southwest after graduation, they will 
contribute to the upbuilding of their home industries.” 

Industry approves this Dallas school. Reports received 
from the firms which have co-operated show that the students 
are, on the average, better than other employes doing the 
same class of work. Educators add their endorsement. The 
Society for the Promotion of Engineering Education has 
given its approval to the co-operative plan for engineering 
schools located in industrial centers. Dr. C. C. Selecman, 
president of the university, points to one of the advantages 
of this system of schooling. 

“When a young man leaves high school and goes imme- 
diately into industry,” says Dr. Selecman, “he necessarily 
misses some of the benefits of college life, especially the 
social side and the cultural courses which acquaint a young 
man with the literary, economic. political and religious inheri- 
tance of the civilization to which he belongs. On the other 
hand, the young man who goes from high school into college 
may shut himself up in an unreal world, and thus be educated 
away from hard work. A great many employers complain 
that the ordinary college graduate is looking for a ‘white- 
collar’ job. For four years the boy has been handling books 
and moving in society. He is, therefore, averse to tackling 
the grimy job that necessarily waits for him after an engi- 
neering degree has been obtained. The co-operative course 
makes the fully-rounded man, who is a college man and a 
worker—all the better workman because of what he has 
learned in class; all the keener student because he is in con- 
tact with the real world where the abstract- formulae of the 
classroom tind concrete application.” 

Those who graduate from the Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity co-operative engineering course will have the theory of 
mathematics and physics, together with the application. They 
also will have gained in the classroom the fundamental 
theories of economics, government and social relations, and 
will have seen these theories interpreted and applied in the 
world outside the campus. They will have had three years 
of practice with the written and spoken word. 

The co-operative course differs in no essentials from the 
regular four years’ course, except that it is more efficient and 
practical, and a maker of better citizens. The one possible 
lack is discerned by Dr. H. M. Whaling, vice-president, as 
follows: 

“One very enjoyable feature of college life, I am obliged 
to admit, is missing from the co-operative course, and that is 
loafing. It runs 12 months in the year, and eight hours a day. 
If the student loafs on the job, the boss fires him; if he loafs 
in school, there is the dean. However, it must be conceded 
that the co-operative engineers have a world of college spirit, 
and participate in athletics, in the band, debating and dra- 
matics, and root at the games as enthusiastically as any other 
collegians. Furthermore, they enjoy social and fraternity 
life with the rest of the students. 

“It is sometimes supposed that the young man who is shut 
up in college for four years gets a little more culture than 
the man who is two and a half years in college and a like 
time in industry. The chances are that the point of view of 
the man trained on the latter basis will be juster and broader 
than that of the man trained altogether on the campus. The 
co-operative form of development calls for an actual contact 
with industry; it calls also for a very thorough participation 
in college life during the other part of the five years required

for a degree. The co-operative course trains good citizens— 
men not afraid of work, and men into whom have been 
instilled the ideals of a liberal education.” 

The success of men trained on the co-operative plan is 
shown by the fact that when the co-operative form of educa- 
tion was first grudgingly introduced at Cincinnati it was 
completely overshadowed by the four-year course. Within 
14 years the co-operative course reigned supreme, the four- 
year course having disappeared altogether. This happened 
because the students and faculty, comparing the results 
obtained under the two systems, decided in favor of the 
co-operative method. 

Industries are glad to give employment to students of co- 
operative schools and compete for them when they graduate, 
Georgia Tech graduates of the co-operative course always 
have two or three jobs at good pay from which to choose, 
whereas the graduate of the ordinary four-year course has 
to start on an apprenticeship to gain practical experience. 

The Southern Methodist University executives do not hold 
with the professor who told his class that he hoped that 
nothing they had learned under him would ever be of any 
possible use to them. One of the finest features of the co- 
operative course is that it fits young men with an intelligent 
and sympathetic understanding of the working man. Engi- 
neers who come up through the co-operative school have begun 
at the bottom and know laboring conditions on the very 
lowest rung of the ladder. 

Once more in the Southwest one sees set up a partnership 
between industry and education. Business and culture again 
are finding point of contact. Commerce and campus are dis- 
covering mutual interests. The building of Texas is a large 
task, requiring broad vision and many hands. It is an 
undertaking needing strong men of trained hand and heart 
and mind. Incompetent youth, book-blinded youth, cloistered 
youth, narrow-gauged youth can have small part in the great 
industrial pioneering that awaits. The co-operative school of 
engineering at Dallas is one of the open gates admitting 
Texas boys to the broader fields of opportunity.

Harbison-Walker Refractories Company to Build 
Big Plant in Baltimore. 


The Harbison-Walker Refractories Company of Pittsburgh, 
l'a., has purehased a large tract of land in the Brooklyn 
industrial section of Baltimore and will erect a large plant 
for the manufacture of high-grade fire brick. The tract lies 
along the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and is east of Ninth 
street and north of Patapsco avenue, within a short distance 
of the center of the city. Definite plans for the plant have 
not yet been made. Negotiations for the have been 
under way for several months. 

The plant will be only a short distance from that of the 
General Refractories Company on Seventh street and Chesa- 
peake avenue, which also manufactures high-grade fire brick, 
and is now shipping its product to all sections of the United 
States and to foreign countries as well. 

It is believed that the location in Baltimore was chosen 
because of the excellent rail and water shipping facilities 
afforded. Large quantities of raw materials used in manu- 
facturing bricks of this type are brought from foreign coun- 
tries, and after they are discharged from boat the rail haul 
to the plant site is very short. Again the boat lines serving 
the port of Baltimore will facilitate shipments to foreign 
countries and particularly on routes through the Panama 
Canal. The brick produced will be used practically exclu- 
sively in steel mills. 

According to Poor’s Manual this company has 24 plants in 
l’ennsylvania, 3 in Ohio, 3 in Alabama and one each in Indi- 
ana and Kentucky. It is one of the largest manufacturers 
of fire brick in the country.

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Greatest Railroad Show Will Be Held This Fall. 


BALTIMORE AND OHIO RAILROAD. RAPIDLY COMPLETING 1000-ACRE TRACT AND BUILDINGS 
AT HALETHORPE, MARYLAND, IN SUBURBS OF BALTIMORE. 


By SAMUEL G. WILMER. 


The comprehensive exposition of railroad advancement 
which the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company will give 
to the public this fall in the two-week period from September 
24 to October 8, inclusive, will be the greatest of its kind 
ever seen. It will be far greater than the transportation 
displays made at the Chicago World’s Fair in 1893 and at 
the St. Louis Exposition in 1904, and they were big. The site 
of the exposition is at Halethorpe in the suburbs of Balti- 
more on the main line of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
and also on the Washington boulevard, so that it is easy of 
uecess by either trains or automobiles. There will not be 
any charge for admission; the exposition is the free gift of 
the company to the public in commemoration of the first 
century of its existence, for it was early in 1827 that the 
company was granted its charter by Maryland, under which 
it operates today. It is, therefore, the oldest railroad com- 
pany in this country. 

A tract of 1000 acres is devoted to the display. This is 
only a very few acres less than the entire area of Lincoln 
l’ark on which the Chicago exposition was held. On this 
Halethorpe land, which used to be the old Winans Farms, a 
circular railroad track much more than a mile long has been 
built and the exposition buildings are in the center. The 
main building is 500 feet long and 60 feet wide, built of brick 
znd steel, with a small, artistic cupola in the middle. Nearby 
ure smaller yet large buildings devoted respectively to rail- 
road accessories and to traffic displays. On the northern side 
of the circular railroad track will be the grandstand 800 feet 
long with a seating capacity of 12,000 persons, each of whom 
will have a comfortable walnut chair to sit in for viewing 
the five-mile pageant of old locomotives and cars of different 
periods of railroad progress that will move before them, the 
engines under their own steam. Adjacent to the main build- 
ing is a full-size replica of an old-time country tavern with 
porches across the entire front on the first and second stories, 
this being the sort of place at which travelers halted to dine 
defore the days of dining cars. 

In the main building, which is cailed Hall of Transporta- 
tion, will be shown the museum collection of railroad anti- 
quities, such as the old kinds of rails used in the early rail- 
road period, some of which are of strange appearance; also 
the old stone granite blocks to which the rails were fastened, 
the idea of permanent construction of this sort dominating 
the minds of the railroad builders of the 1830's, as evidenced 
in the great stone viaduct which was built in 1835 at Relay, 
u short distance from Halethorpe and over which the heavy 
railroad trains of today travel, although the great bridge has 
never had to be strengthened, so substantially did the work- 
nen of 92 years ago construct it. The viaduct is used as 
built, but the iron and stone track had to be abandoned, as it 
was found by experience that its unyielding character was 
not practical and that if the iron rails were fastened to 
wooden ties they would have the desirable resilience essen- 
tial to safe and comfortable railroad operation. 

3esides this interesting track display, there were at first 
several different methods of track construction tried out— 
there will also be shown in the building old-fashioned coup- 
lers, besides the safety couplers of today, models of old and 
modern bridges, old and modern signals, and many other 
features of railroad practice too numerous to describe. The 
buildings are practically finished and the landscape work is 


now being done. 


Transportation methods before the use of railroads will 
also be shown in addition to the pageant of cars and engines. 
This will date back to the primitive ox carts; also to the 
mode of conveyance used by the Indians before America was 
Early carriages in Colonial times, stage coaches 
and Conestoga wagons will be shown; likewise 
various kinds, including canal boats which figured so largely 
in the transportation work of the country simultaneously 
with the early railroads.

That the railroad pageant will be of outstanding complete- 
ness is assured because the Baltimore and Ohio. Railroad has 
long possessed the largest collection of genuine old railroad 
lecomotives of any line in the United States. It has, for 
instance, the original “grass-hopper’” engine built for it by 
Davis & Gartner of York, Pa., in 1832. This engine, still in 
working order, has a vertical boiler and its long driving rods 
in motion resemble the movements of a grasshopper; hence 
its nickname. While the original “Tom Thumb” locomotive 
built by Peter Cooper to demonstrate the effectiveness of 
steam motive power was long ago sent to the scrap heap, the 
mechanical department of the railroad has built a replica of 
it, full size and it will be run in the pageant. Many other 


locomotives from the Winans “camel-backs” to the huge 
President class engines of nowadays will also be shown, 


including two locomotives from England, one of them being 
the Great Western Railway’s new passenger engine named

Incidental to the railroad display there will be shown the 
first telegraph instrument by means of which Samuel F. B. 
Morse, inventor of the telegraph, sent the famous message 
Baltimore and Washington: “What hath God 
wrought!” It was not long after that day when the telegraph 
was first operated from the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad's 
street, in Baltimore, tliat the new 
invention became an accessory of the railroad everywhere 
for increased safety of operation. No longer did the rail- 
roaders have to rely upon “smoke and headlight” for warn-

to recall the fact that it was along the very main line rail- 
road that skirts the exposition grounds that the telegraph 
wire was first laid. “Laid,” because the idea was the same 
as that pursued today in the most advanced telegraph and 
telephone practice to put the wires in the ground. So the 
wire of Morse’s first telegraph line was encased in lead and 
laid beside the railroad until it progressed, as far as the 
Relay viaduct. There it had to be put out in the open air 
on small poles in order to cross the bridge and, the pole line 
being found efficient and cunvenient, the wire was carried 
the rest of the way on poles to Washington. 

President Coolidge has indicated that he will attend the 
exposition on the opening day. There will also be a Mary- 
land Day, Pennsylvania Day, Virginia Day, West Virginia 
IDay and Baltimore Day. A railroad platform on the main 
line is 500 feet long and very wide to accommodate crowds 
who will arrive by trains, but on the northern side of the 
railroad, between it and the Washington boulevard, is a big 
field with parking space for 3200 automobiles to accommodate 
visitors who come in their own machines. Bus lines will 
likewise be provided for on the grounds. There will be lunch 
stands and restaurants, but picnic parties can find resting 
places under the trees. 
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Is There Gold in Florida? 

Charles Monroe Price, president of the First National Bank 
of Brooksville, Fla., sends the MANUFACTURERS RECORD a 
photographic copy of the analysis made by the laboratory of 
Henry G. Bystra, Brooksville, of what he classes as “pyrites,” 
which is being mined in large quantity in the Brooksviile 
section by the Consolidated Rock Products Company. This 
analysis shows a total of $6.84 in gold and 80 cents in silver 


tu the ton. In his letter Mr. Price writes: 


“T enclose photographic copy of analysis that was made by 
Dr. Henry G. Bystra, who is in the employ of the Consoli- 
dated Rock Products Company, owners of one of the largest 
rock quarries in this State. The president of the company 
is William P. MeDonald of the McDonald Construction Com- 
pany of New York and Florida. I am informed this analysis 
reveals that from the sample sent off gold was obtained on 
the basis of $6.84 worth of gold to the ton, and silver in the 
amount of 80 cents to the ton. There has been quite a little 
activity here in the leasing of lands, and in some purchases 
of land having been made. I have heard of numerous analy- 
ses ranging all the way from 50 cents a ton to $8.40 a ton, 
but this is the only one I have seen. 

“It has been reported that there is a stretch of territory 
5 miles wide and 45 miles long, and that samples taken from 
this territory have revealed that gold was obtained from all 
of them, not a blank having been drawn on any of the 
sumples sent off. It is also reported that the Consolidated 
Rock Products Company is at this time installing or prepar- 
ing to install a plant for extracting the gold. 

“In discussing the matter at our Chamber of Commerce, we 
were unanimous in the opinion that we did not want any 
flattering, unfounded reports regarding gold being here broad- 
cast to the public, but if gold is here, we are perfectly willing 
for the public to know it.”

$200,000 Chamber of Commerce Building for 


Jacksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla.,. July 22—General contract for the 
Jacksonville Chamber of Commerce Building, to cost approxi- 
mately $200,000, has been let to O. P. Woodcock Company 
and the contract for heating and plumbing to J. M. Gregory, 
both of this city. The exterior of the building is of stone, 
with large steel windows at the second floor, ornamental iron 
frames at show windows and ornamental copper marquise 
over the auditorium entrance. The main entrance is of stone, 
and this feature, together with the main frieze and other 
portion of the stone work, will be highly decorated with 
-arved ornamental work. 

The building will include on the first floor a main entrance 
to the Chamber of Commerce offices, several shops and an 
auditorium to seat 750 people.

A Criticism of American Red Cross and of St. 
Lawrence Waterway.

1 usually make it a point to at least read the front page 


of the Manvcracrurers Recorp. LL notice in the numbers for 
June 16 and 23 you refer to the wonderful work of the 
American Red Cross and advocate its handling the Govern- 
ment’s appropriation for the Mississippi Valley situation. 

While in Yokohama, I was told that the American people 
donated $11,600,000 for the Japanese earthquake sufferers: 
that the American Red Cross came in there and handed out 
less than $1,000,000. They then cabled Secretary Hoover 
to know what to do with the vast amount they had on hand 
and he cabled back that they could turn over $9,000,000 of 
it to the Japanese Government. 

From all I could learn, the Japanese Government is our 
real enemy. The people we like very much, but the Japanese 
Government, from my viewpoint, is another outfit like the 
ex-Kaiser, and the last place on earth we should have turned 
over $9.000,000 donated by the American people. 

On my return to America, I went to Washington and asked 
Mr. Hoover’s assistant to supply me with a statement of the 
financial affairs of the American Red Cross. Three times | 
have asked for this statement and he promised to furnish 
it, but I have never yet received it. 

In the Florida disaster, there were $5,000,000 donated and 
a statement was shown me where they spent $1,400,000 for 
that purpose. 

They have their travelers out talking up the American 
Red Cross, and yet the people on the board, in my opinion, 
know nothing of the affairs of the association. 

Then, again, you advocate the development of the proposed 
deep waterway through the Saint Lawrence. This, in my 
own judgment, would be the biggest imposition ever im- 
posed on the American taxpayers. This has been promoted 
by a private enterprise and the publicity regarding it so 
schemed that most of the people think it is all right. Why 
should we go to work and build a waterpower for Canada 
that they can hand us the current at a high price, when we 
have waterpower like the Muscle Shoals running to waste? 

Then, again, we ought to have our own canal running 
across the State of New York from Lake Ontario to the 
Hudson River. That would enable our lake boats to deliver 
all the products of the Great Lake region down onto the 
Hudson where there is 70 miles of the greatest harbor in the 
world. 

If you will look on a Government chart, you will find that 
the current is given in the lower Saint Lawrence as seven 
miles an hour; add to this twice a day a 23-foot tide at 
Quebec and you have some idea of the reason why all insur- 
ance companies increase their rates if a boat is to go by 
way of the Saint Lawrence. Then, also, we have heavy 
weather around Nova Scotia and the mouth of the Saint 
Lawrence, which makes it difficult to navigate these waters 
more than six weeks in the year. . 

Further, the distance by way of the Saint Lawrence 
between Lake Ontario and New York is 1950 miles. There is 
not a single ocean liner company that would ever send one 
of its boats in through this long, deep waterway. Why 


should we spend hundreds of millions for creating a water- 


power which will be of no value to the United States? To 
be sure, a few tramp ships will make this route, but no 
regular line would think of putting an ocean liner in through 
a long, 1500 mile canal. 

I thoroughly believe in you and your paper, and for that 
reason J] cannot help but give you a few of these facts. 

[R. E. Olds, the writer of the foregoing letter, is presi- 
dent of the Capitol National Bank of Lansing, and one of 
the first and foremost of the great automobile builders of 
America. He makes a sharp criticism of the management 
of the American Red Cross. Surely that organization must 
be able to make an adequate reply to his criticisms, but in 
view of Mr. Olds’ position as one of the leading business men 
ox the country we feel justified in publishing his statement 
and asking the American Red Cross to make a full reply 
through this paper. 

Mr. Olds also takes strong exception to the advocacy by 
the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp of the proposed deep waterway 
through the St. Lawrence, but he favors an all-American 
waterway from the Lakes to the East, whieh is one of the 
projects that the MANUFACTURERS Recorp has also advocated. 

Mr. Olds is incorrect in saying that the waterpower of 
Muscle Shoals is going to waste. It is being utilized and is 
being distributed through a wide’ area, and so great is the 
demand for hydro-electric power in the South that many 
millions are being expended in the building of new hydro-

per vear. The above being true, all the Southern States, 
increasing their consumption on the same basis, would con- 
sume some 1,500,000 bales of cotton per year. 

It seems that such a move as this would greatly increase 
home consumption of cotton and bring much relief to 
Southern cotton growers, 

It should be borne in mind that the mere using of cotton in 
bags would not be the only use of this material, as many of 
the bags could be utilized over and, with the increased use 
of cotton in bags, we are quite sure there could be found 
other uses of low-grade cotton that are now being overlooked.

The war reminds me of two giants fighting and one is about 
to whip the other, and the one who is whipped hollers for 
help, and a fellow who goes to help him and saves him from 
being whipped: and after it is all over then both of them 
come in and say, “Now, you must pay the penalty.” Because 
Germany and France got in a fight, because they wanted more 
territory and because they wanted more honors and to be 
more powerful, they got in a fight, and when Germany was 
nbout to take Paris, then Paris came to America and cried 
fer us to help her and save Paris and save her country.

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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Pittsburgh Steel Market. 


Pittsburgh, July 25—[Special.]—The steel trade seems to 
have rounded the seasonal turn in point of activity. The 
dullest period as to new buying was the fore part of June. 
Mill operations have not yet increased to any noticeable 
extent. 

There has been very little change in the volume of sales 
lately, the chief point in the rounding of the turn being that 
decreases in activity ceased a month or more ago. This 
seasonal turn is commonly expected, there being in particular 
the precedents of the past three years, when July was a low 
month in production, with increases in August and later 
months. 

It is too early to measure the extent of the improvement, 
2s an indication of the general state of the steel business in 
the second half of the year, but in general the improvement 
is rather sluggish. The steel market is very active, indeed, 
as to the number of sales, and as to the widespread character 
of the buying, all consuming trades being represented, even 
the very small ones. The activity is widely distributed but 
is not particularly pronounced in any one direction, while, on 
the other hand, no consuming line is especially dull. Hand- 
to-mouth buying, of very close character, is the rule. 

Since the first of the month steel mills as a whole have 
operated at a substantially uniform rate, there being various 
minor changes, as occasionally a mill or department would 
close for a week to allow specifications to accumulate. The 
general rate of steel production, measured in ingots, is a 
trifle under 65 per cent of full capacity or a little over 70 
per cent of the nominal rating, these percentages being based 
on an estimate that steel ingot production has been running 
at 115,000 to 120,000 tons per working day. 

It is a question whether the steel industry will be able to 
maintain the activity it has shown in the past two years, for 
production in the first half of the year was 114 per cent 
under that in the first half of last year, while the second half 
would have to average nearly 20 per cent over the present 
rate to equal the second half of 1925, and nearly 25 per cent 
to equal the second half of last year. 

Fabricated structural steel business has been having its 
ups and downs. The first four months of the year showed 
heavier lettings than the first four months of last year, and 
then May and June showed decreases from last year, where 
by the first six months showed a loss of 1 per cent from the 
first half of last year. Then, again, lettings since July 1 have 
run above those in June. 

Total production of passenger automobiles and trucks in 
the United States and Canada in June amounted to 333,760, 
representing 21 per cent decrease from May and 17 per cent 
decrease from June, 1926. The June production was remark- 
ably large seeing that production of Model T Fords stopped 
on May 31. The half-year showed 11.3 per cent decrease 
from the first half of last year. As last year’s production 
was divided 55 per cent in the first half and 45 per cent in 
the second half, this year as a whole may show but littie 
decrease. 

The steel trade finds little comfort in the statistics, for 
the trend has been toward lighter cars, involving less steel 
with a constant number, and besides the steel trade is in the 
habit of expecting its customers to grow. , 

Steel prices are perfectly steady all along the line, prob- 
ably firmer on the whole than a month or six weeks ago. 
Mills are punctilious in holding prices, realizing the danger 
of accidents, and individual orders are so small that there 
is little temptation to cut. 

Nails are said to be held firmiy by milis at $2.55, Pitts- 


burgh or Cleveland, but it is evident that -most buyers are 
covered at lower figures. In many districts resale nails are 
available under the mill quotation.

Birmingham Iron Market.

sirmingham, Ala., July 25—[Special.]—Probable make of 
pig-iron through the third quarter is selling and indications 
now are that the same pace of production which has been 
noted for the past several weeks will have to be maintained. 
The rebuilt furnace of the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Com- 
pany, with numerous modern attachments and new patents, 
the work of J. P. Dovel, furnace superintendent and master, 
is in operation after several months of construction. The 
furnace is one of the ‘city iron makers of the corporation and 
will have a daily production of 400 tons, more than 150 tons 
greater than the furnace it replaces. Sloss-Sheffield has only 
349 tons of iron on city furnace yards, the lowest on reeord 
since these furnaces were started in 1882. During the first 
half of 1927 the shipments of pig-iron by the company ex- 
ceeded its production by more than 25,000 tons. The other 
producers of foundry iron in the Birmingham district are 
confident they will be able to work off some of the accumu- 
ated stock of iron on yards during the quarter. 

So far as can be learned no business has been booked 
beyond the next sixty days; in short fourth quarter orders 
have not been sought. The larger consumers of iron have 
been in the market at the lower quotations, $17.25 per ton, 
but deliveries are to be made on these purchases through 
August and September. 

Survey among the consumers show that several of the 
smaller melters have considerable business on hand and have 
warrant for active operation of their plants. The stove 
manufacturers, for instance, are now making up a large 
amount of stock, the season of supplying the trade appraach- 
ing. Considerable Alabama iron is going to manufacturers of 
stoves at Rome, Ga., and elsewhere in the immediate territory. 

The plans looking for readjustment of machinery in steel 
mills and shops in this district have been discounted and 
better feeling obtains as announcements are being made as to 
new business, which will warrant steady operation for a long 
time to come. The rail orders recently received, rolling and 
delivery to be given attention before the end of the yeur, 
were noted with considerable satisfaction. The Southern 
Railway system purchased 38,325 tons of rail, enough to lay 
255 miles of track, this making a total of 85,150 tons pur- 
chased by the Southern in 1927. Of the recent total, 33,350 
tons will be of 100-pound weight, now the standard for the 
Southern’s main lines, and 4975 tons of the 85-pound weight. 
With the exception of 650 tons, which will be rolled by the 
Illinois Steel Company, all the recent order will be produced 
at the Ensley Works of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road Company. The Texas and Pacific Railroad is taking 
9000 tons of 110-pound rails. 

The cast iron pipe trade is still lagging and production has 
been easing off. Quotations are weak, around $34 to $35 per 
ton for six-inch and over sizes. . Soil pipe is still more slug- 
gish than pressure. 

Coal production in the Alabama field is still off around 
80,000 tons a week, the production weekly being around 
320,000 tons. Coke production is being maintained fairly 
well, shipments being steady into Chicago and Detroit terri. 

Quotations have remained firm for 
some time. Alabama By-Products Corporation expects to 
have its new addition of 49 Koppers ovens completed within 
60 days and shortly after that operations will be started.

The Metal Market. 


New York, July 25—[Special.|—The preceding few weeks 
among the metals were evidently the proverbial “darkness 
The past week was a feverish one from

having become the quotation of the leading producers. Zine 
rose from 6.15 cents, East St. Louis, to 6.321% cents. Tin 
was extremely active on certain days, though it did not 


receive the price stimulation of the other metals. 

The rises were merely the result of an overdone depression. 
Consumers had refused to purchase at the low prices, fear- 
ing lest quotations go still lower. Accordingly, a demand 
had become backed up. In the opinion of a large share of 
the trade the advancing era is not over and several producers 
are out of the market, expecting to realize higher price levels 
by waiting. 

The strong steck market and the optimistic reports about 
business in general had much to do with the strength of 
the metals. It has also become realized that the volume of 
metal sales so far in July has not been poor considering the 
month, though quotations have been undoubtedly very low. 
There was moderate activity among the precious metals. 
Silver was bought freely by both China and India and the 
price was steady around 5614 cents per pound, the average 
quotation over the past several months, though by Saturday 
the price had reached 56% cents. Quicksilver is unchanged 
in price at $121 per flask of 75 pounds. Platinum is also 
unchanged at $70 per ounce for the pure grade with $2 more 
for each additional 5 per cent of iridium. 
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The buoyancy of refined. copper carried several related 
products higher with it. Thus the American Brass Company 
advanced most of its copper, brass and bronze rolled and 
drawn products 4 cent per pound, advancing nickel silver 
4% cent per pound. Copper Exporters, Inc., advanced their 
price for export 15 points to 13.15 cents, ¢«. i. f. European 
ports. The various forms of scrap were marked up \%& cent 
to 4% cent per pound. 


Though the domestic price of copper rose * cent per 
pound over the week the copper export association enhanced 
the value only about 4 cent per pound. This was a signifi- 
cant change. The smallness of it was probably due to the 
frequent complaints of the British that they were being dis- 
criminated against as compared with American copper con- 
sumers. To offset the fact that the export price was not 
reduced to the same extent as the domestic price on a falling 
market, the export body did not raise prices as rapidly as for 
the domestic market during the past week. The stated aim 
of the export association is stabilization of price and hence 
the conservatism in making price changes. 


Domestic purchasing of copper was very heavy through- 
out the week. All classes of consumers were among the 
buyers, the brass makers and wire drawers in partieular and 
the principal delivery positions wanted were August and 
September. Two or three of the large producers refused to 
sell all week, expecting higher prices by waiting. Of course 
there is the danger by such tactics that the buying wave will 
have spent itself without these producers getting their share 
of orders. 

However, an experienced seller can gauge the needs of 
consumers by the nature of inquiries. When most of the 
inquiries are for nearby delivery as to time, the conclusion 
is that the consumers are low in stocks and need the red 
metal at once. When consumers haggle over prices it may 
be an indication that they do not need copper badly. When 
the same consumer inquires prices each day it is a sign that 
he is nervous and has large needs which he is anxious to fill 
when the market is right. It was probably the reading be- 
tween the lines and the reaching of the conclusion that 
much copper is yet to be bought over the next few weeks 
that induced some producers to withdraw from the market 
and gamble on prices going higher in the near future. 

The life in the lead market was brought on by the sharp 
advances in the London market, which had been dragging 
the American market down the preceding few weeks. The 
leading producer advanced during the week from 6.20 cents 
per pound, New York. to 6.50 cents. By Friday some of 
the smaller producers were getting as high as 6.75 cents 
and all producers were selling sparingly, hoping to realize 
higher quotations later on. Prices in the East St. Louis 
district were lifted from 5.95 cents to 6.30 cents per pound. 


Sales of zinc were the largest for any week in several 
months. Speculators bought liberally, expecting to resell 
later with a profit. The galvanizers bought good tonnages 
for use in coating steel sheets, wire, etc. Higher ore prices 
are expected this week. Last week they were $42 to $43 
per ton, compared with $38 at the year’s low. 


Sales of tin for the week were 1000 tons, with 500 tons 
sold on one day. Prompt tin made a net decline of % cent 
per pound for the week, with futures sagging % cent to 4 
cent. Consumption of tin in the form of tinplate for can- 
ning purposes will be less than last year. The yields of fish, 
fruits and vegetables will be less this year, both because of 
artificial and natural curtailment. In the case of vegetables 
less acreages were planted in view of the large stocks of 
canned goods held over from last year. 

The aluminum market is quiet and spotty. Prices range 
from 24% cents to 26 cents per pound. Very little imported 
material is being sold.

Kansas City, Mexico and Orient Railway May 
Spend $7,000,000. 

W. T. Kemper of Kansas City, Mo., according to a report 
from Wichita, Kan., announces that the Kansas City, Mexico 
and Orient Railway, of which he is president, has plans under 
consideration to expend from $6,000,000 to $7,000,000, of which 
$2,500,000 will be for building 82 miles of extension from 
Alpine, Texas, to the Rio Grande, while the rest of the 
money is to be used for new bridges, stations, improvements 
to roadbed and tracks on the existing lines. The main line 
is 735 miles long from Wichita, Kan., to Alpine, Texas. There 
is also about 100 miles of line in Mexico connecting with the 
Mexico Northwestern Railway for Sanchez, which is 1180 
miles from Wichita.

Weekly Record of Cars Loaded. 


Loading of revenue freight during the week ended July 9 
totaled 839,308 cars, according to reports filed by the rail- 
roads with the Car Service Division of the American Railway 
Association. Owing to the observance of Fourth of July, this 
was a decrease of 181.934 cars under the preceding week. 
Compared with the corresponding week last year, the total 
was a decrease of 58,248 cars. Since January 1 there have 
been 27,187,296 cars loaded with revenue freight, which com- 
pares with 26,972,348 cars loaded during the corresponding 
period of 1926 and with 26,181,582 ears loaded in the same 
period of 1925, 
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Railroads Spent $155,000,000 for Equipment and 
Additions and Betterments in First Three 
Months of 1927. 


Capital expenditures by the railroads of this country for 
new equipment and additions and betterments to property 
used in connection with the transportation service amounted 
to $155,022,000 in the first three months of 1927, according to 
special reports just filed by the Class 1 railroads with the 
Fureau of Railway Economics. Compared with the corre- 
sponding period last year this was a decrease of $10,678,000. 
Total capital authorizations as of April 1, this year, amounted 
to $724,853,000, compared with $821,880,000 on the same date 
in 1926. 

Estimating from the foregoing figures it would appear that 
eupital expenditures for the year 1927 will approximate from 
$700,000,000 to $750,000,000, This estimate for 1927 compares 
with actual capital expenditures during the past five years 
as .follows: 1922, $429,273,000; 1923, $1,659,149,000; 1924. 
$874,743,000 ; 1925, $748,191,000; 1926, $885,086,000. 

Capital expenditures made in the first three months in 1927 
for equipment totaled $55,346,000, which was a decrease of 
$19,554,000 compared with the first quarter in 1926, but this 
decrease was largely due to a reduction in expenditures for 
freight cars. Expenditures for locomotives amounted to $19,- 
771,000, which exceeded similar expenditures’ made during 
the corresponding periods in the two previous years. For 
passenger cars expenditures amounted to $12,346,000, which 
exceeded similar expenditures made during the corresponding 
periods in 1925 and 1926. 

Total capital expenditures for roadway and structures in 
the first three months this year amounted to $99,676,000. 
This was an increase of $8,876,000 over the same period last 
year and an increase of $28,076,000 over the corresponding 
period two years ago. 

Capital expenditures for additional track in this year's 
period amounted to $30,145,000, compared with $30,900,000 
during the corresponding period last year. For heavier rail. 
expenditures totaled $8,275,000, compared with $7,200,000 in 


1926. For shops and engine houses, including machinery and 
tools, expenditures totaled $10,941,000, or an increase of 
$2.741,000 above similar expenditures last year. For all 


other improvements, $50,315,000 were expended in the first 
quarter this year, an increase of approximately $6,000,000 
compared with the same period in 1926. 


Virginia Pig-Iron Rates Reduced. 

The Virginia State Corporation Commission, according to 
# press report from Richmond, Va., says that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has ordered a reduction of freight 
rates on pig-iron from furnaces in Virginia to Maryland. 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, New Jersey, New York and the New 
england States, so that Virginia producers will be on a 
parity with producers in Maryland and Pennsylvania. Trans- 
portation conditions are said to be substantially the same in 
all three States. The new rates are to be effective not later 
than August 29.

A Concrete Pressure Pipe. 

Within the past two years there has been a steadily increas- 
ing demand for type of pipe known as the “Trammell System 
of Copper Bell Concrete Pressure Pipe.” An account of the 
leakage test at Dallas, Texas, on the first installation of this 
pipe appeared in the Manuracturers Recorp of July 22, 1926. 

Since then this type of pipe has been selected by other 
cities on projects involving over $2,000,000. Dayton, Ohio, 
is now installing 12,600 linear feet of 84-inch and 1200 feet 
of 72-inch pipe, and recently gave an additional order for 
5000 feet of 54-inch pipe. Okmulgee, Okla., is now installing 
22,000 feet of 36-inch pipe. Fort Worth, Texas, is installing 
1200 feet of 48-inch, 21,000 feet of 60-inch and 4500 feet of 
84-inch pipe, the latter through a tunnel section. 

J. D. Trammell, consulting engineer, Fort Worth, Texas, 
the originator of the Trammell System of Copper Bell Con- 
crete Pressure Pipe, gives the following details concerning 
the pipe and the methods used in its manufacture: 

“The pipe is of the bell and spigot type, similar in design 
to standard cast-iron water pipe of that type. The general 
appearance of the pipe portrays a high degree of precision in 
manufacture, massive strength as well as permanent con- 
struction. A feature is the joint, which consists in part of 
a smooth copper cylinder molded into the bell end of the 
pipe and integral therewith, so positioned that the joint mate- 
rial is molded against it on one side, while the other side of 
the joint material is anchored in a groove on the spigot, 
becoming integral therewith. This method of construction 
permits the joint material to slide freely back and forth on 
the smooth copper cylinder, cast into the bell, without leak- 
age or damage, when expansion, contraction or subsidence 
of the pipes occurs. The pipe is laid exactly like cast-iron 
water pipe and any joint material commonly used with stand- 
ard cast-iron water pipe is equally suited for joining. The 
joint is readily accessible for repairs from the exterior with- 
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out interruption of service should repairs to the joint become 
necessary. 


“The pipe is molded upon machined cast-iron bases so 
designed as to hold both the inside and outside forms truly 
concentric and to true circles at the bottom, while other 
machined castings serve the same purpose at the top end of 
the molds. The inside and outside forms are made of smooth 
steel plates which are well oiled before. A very smooth sur- 
face in the pipes, both inside and outside, is produced by 
molding against these well-oiled forms, hence the pipes have 
an exceedingly high carrying capacity. Four bases are used 
with each form, permitting the pipe to stand four days before 
it is handled and laid down on the skidways for further 
curing. 

“Each pipe is reinforced to withstand the pressure under 
which it is to operate. In the fabrication of these reinfore- 
ing cages it has been found possible to obtain better and 
more rigid cages by electric spot welding of the longitudinals 
to the larger end circumferential reinforcing and «also spot 
welding each circumferential to a longitudinal at two or 
three points around its circumference. In this construction 
an almost completely welded cage is obtained, which makes 
possible holding all the reinforcing steel with accuracy while 
molding the pipes. 

“Different methods have been used for handling the pipe 
and forms at the several different plants. At Dayton an 
oyerhead crane with a span of about 125 feet and a travel 
of 600 feet is being used. At Okmulgee the pipes were made 
around a centrally located caterpillar crane. The method 
generally used and found most satisfactory and economical 
is a wide gauge steam gantry, self-propelled, working the 
forms in pairs, one on each side of the gantry track and 
directly under an overhanging beam on each side of the 
gantry. The gantry track is of the rigid, heavy construction. 
The width of gauge is 10 feet and the track length sufficient 
for properly spacing 48 form bases on each side. A large 
mixer, set under bins with batch measuring devices, forms 
the concreting plant at one end of the gantry track. The 
concrete is chuted from the mixer into buckets of approxi- 
mately 40 cubic feet capacity each, one under each arm of 
the gantry, which picks them up and transports them simul- 
taneously and empties the concrete into the pipe molds along- 
side the gantry track, where it is thoreughly tamped and 
spaded. With a plant such as the latter it is easy to manu- 
facture 20 to 24 60-inch pipes per gantry unit, each to lay 
the customary laying length of 12% feet in 9 to 10 hours. 

“The leakage guarantee under which this pipe is installed 
is 150 gallons per inch diameter per mile per day, and the 
tests are invariably well within the guarantee.”

Contracts for wheels 
have been awarded to the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company of Newport News, Va., and for generators 
to the Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing Company o1 
East Pittsburgh, Pa. The Southern Power Company is han- 
dling the construction of the plant as general contractor. It 
is understood that the project will involve an expenditure of 
approximately $6,000,000. 

Press reports state that the dam across the Catawba River 
will impound a body of water 22 miles long and as wide as 
4 miles in places. Highway No. 17 will cross the upper por- 
tion of the new lake, with a hard-surfaced road from Hickory 
to Lenoir, while a new highway from Hickory to Wilkes 
county will touch the lake near the dam. Citizens in the 
foothill section of North Carolina are said to be interested, 
not only in the development of electric energy which will be 
distributed in that part of the State, but also in the pos- 
sibilities the lake presents for a resort center. The dam will 
consist of 160,000 cubic yards of masonry.

Light and Power Activities in Vicinity of 
Sardis, Miss. 


James H. Nichols, corresponding secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Sardis, Miss., advises that the Southern Edison 
Company of Chicago, Ill., has secured valuable '.oldings 
through North Mississippi and is now in control of lighting 
and power service from Coldwater on the north to Oakland ° 
on the south, a distance of 55 miles. Headquarters have been 
established at Sardis with William J. Daniels as manager, 
and there is new being installed at that point an 800-kilo- 
watt plant with an auxiliary plant of 300 kilowatts at Sena- 
tobia. The company has acquired a six-acre tract of land 
adjoining the corporate limits of Sardis for its installation 
and is laying the foundation for three high-power engines. 
A 33-volt transmission line has already been constructed. 
The cost of the installation is estimated at $125,000. 

In addition to Sardis and Senatobia, the service of the 
company will include Coldwater, Como, Batesville, Courtland, 
Pope, Enid and Oakland. 





Modern Water Supply System Completed at 
Dothan, Ala. 


Dothan, Ala., July 18—The Gray Artesian Well Company 
of Pensacola, Fla., has recently completed a number of wells 
for this city. The original source of water was a well drilled 
to a depth of 700 feet. The water stood at about 150 feet. 
As the city grew similar wells were added until it required 
four pumping continuously to supply the population of 14,000. 
An air compressor driven by a 200-horsepower motor was 
used to lift the water into a 2,000,000-gallon surface reservoir, 
and an 80-horsepower booster pump to lift the water from 
the reservoir into an elevated tank. 

As the needs of the city increased, R. J. Goodwin, super- 
intendent of the electric and water department, made an 
investigation of modern methods and decided to drill one or 
more large, shallow screened wells to secure all water each 
stratum would produce. Accordingly, two 12-inch wells, 
approximately 300 feet deep, were drilled and deep well tur- 
bine pumps installed, each driven by a 30-harsepower motor. 
An additional supply of 750,000 gallons of water daily was 
secured from a similar well, the location of which was left to 
the Gray Artesian Well Company. The water in this well 
stands 20 feet from the surface of the ground. It requires 
a 60-horsepower motor to lift the water into the mains under 
city pressure with one deep well turbine pump and one boos- 
ter pump. It is understood that the one well installation now 
practically supplies the city. The other two wells recently 
drilled were arranged to pump into the reservoir and are only 
run under extreme conditions. The original four air-lift 
wells are kept in good condition to be used in case of an 
emergency.

Book Review 





Pressure Airships. Part I, by Thos. L. Blake- 
more, S. B., M. 8S. A. E. Part II, by W. 
Watters Pagon, A. B., S. B., M. C. E. New 
York: The Ronald Press Company. 1927. 
Pp. 310. Ribbed cloth. $8. 

In this volume will be found a complete ex- 
planation of both design principles and con- 
struetion considerations for airships which 
maintain the shape of the hull by internal gas 
pressure, and descriptions are given of all 
types ever built or now existing. Both writ- 
ers are of recognized authority and it will be 
recalled that Mr. Pagon on June 28 was 
awarded the second prize of $5000 in the 
United States Government’s contest for a de- 
sign for the new Navy dirigible of 6,300,000 
cubie feet capacity, an airship which will be 
more than twice as large as the Los Angeles. 
Mr. Blakemore wrote the first part of the 
book, his subject being non-rigid airships, and 
Mr. Pagon wrote the second part, his subject 
being semi-rigid airships. The entire discus- 
sion is technical and exhaustive and it is 
accompanied by a liberal number of pictures 
and drawings. Heretofore in this country, 
concerning construction of non-rigid airships, 
our engineers have had to depend for some 
data upon foreign books, which often were 
not in English, although our designers and 
builders soon developed their own methods of 
design and construction that are better suited 
to our needs. Mr. Blakemore has accordingly 
assembled in his section of the volume an in- 
valuable collection of construction and meth- 
ods of design for non-rigid dirigibles. A table 
of characteristics of airships is presented; it 
really represents the summation and criterion 
of non-rigid design and is especially valuable, 
and the other data to be found in this part of 
the book will likewise meet with wide appre- 
ciation because otherwise laborious study of 
governmental publications would be neces- 
sary. In Mr. Pagon’s part of the volume is 
a splendid contribution to airship design de- 
velopment as a result of his work on the 
National Advisory Committee for Aeronau- 
tics—special committee on the design of the 
RS-1. So much original work is shown here 
that it is difficult to select particular parts 
for praise. The assembly of data regarding 
semi-rigid airships is particularly good. He 
was perhaps the first to see the importance 
of the “breathing” of a semi-rigid airship and 
to present a treatment of it, making it possi- 
ble to give it proper consideration in design. 
There is an excellent and comprehensive in- 
dex. The entire book is one of outstanding 
excellence,

New York Boster San Francisco 
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Navigation District Proposed for San Benito. 


San Benito, Texas, July 22. 
Rditor Manufacturers Record: ; 

A hearing regarding the proposed navigation district for 
San Benito was held recently before the Commissioners 
Court of this county at which developed considerable opposi- 
tion to the project and the Court deferred making a decision. 

The idea of the San Benito people in advocating this proj- 
ect is that by taking advantage of the natural channels 
formed by old outlets of the Rio Grande between San Benito 
and the Coast, a canal capable of handling barges as large 
as those that are now being used on the intracoastal canal, 
which canal is likely to be extended as far south as the Rio 
Grande, we can economically bring these barges into the 
heart of Cameron County. 

The San Benito district, in developing its irrigation canal, 
used an old channel of the Rio Grande, measuring along its 
meanders 37.5 miles. This channel has an average width of 
350 feet and a depth varying from 3 or 4 feet up to 15 feet. 
A continuation of this channel runs almost to the Laguna 
Madre and it is the thought of our people here that at an 
exceptionally low cost connection with the Laguna Madre 
could be had. 

In connection with this proposed navigation channel it 
would be perfectly feasible to use it for the supplying of 
irrigation water to something like 100,000 acres of land and 
this could be done without affecting the water supply of any 
other lands on the river for the reason that the San Benito 
intake is such that water could be taken by gravity for these 
lands at such times as the river is running at a high stage, 
and when as a consequence the water would be wasting into 
the Gulf. 

We have found upon investigation that through lagoons, 
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resacas and existing lakes between San Benito and the coast 
there is storage capacity enough to irrigate all of these lands 
and carry them over with a sufficient water supply during 
the whole year, regardless of the stages of the river. 

Considering that the lands affected are as rich as any in 
the Valley and a large portion of them really the very cream 
of the Valley and they can be irrigated without creating a 
shortage of water for others and that they are likewise part 
of the lands that are now being sought by development for 
play-grounds on the coast, you can get some idea of possible 
importance of the navigation district proposed. 

Before closing allow me to commend your publication for 
its stalwart defense of this section and for its general policy 
of taking an optimistic view of the future of the South. You 
have certainly the spirit of the true developer and I feel 
sure your paper has inspired many a man to greater effort 
and has helped some to success.
